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JOHN  WEBSTER'S  DECENBANTS. 
(1600.) 

The  following  Record  was  carefully  compiled  by 
Mrs.  Edith  June  (Lawrence)  Baker,  wife  of  Charles 
Bion  Baker,  of  Stevens  Point,  Wisconsin,  in  January, 
1921: 

John  Webster,  the  progenitor  of  a  large  family  of 
that  name  in  Connecticut,  came  from  W%r^4ck-shhe, 
England.  He  was  one  of  the  original  settlers  in  Hart- 
ford and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Republic  of  Con- 
necticut. From  the  formation  of  the  constitution  in 
1639  to  1G59  he  was  chosen  to  office  either  as  a  magis- 
trate or  judge  and  assisted  in  administering  the  gov- 
ernment from  1639  to  1655  when  he  was  fleeted 
deputy-governor,  and  in  1656  was  elected  governor. 
John  Webster  and  his  sons  with  a  number  of  other 
persons  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  in  Massachu- 
setts, which  included  I'm  present  site  of  Hadley,  Am- 
herst, South  Hadley  and  Gran  by  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Connecticut  river  and  Hatfield  and  a  part  of  Williams- 
burg on  the  -vest  side.  In  the  same  year  a  part  of 
these  people  began  to  prepare  for  settlement  in 
Hadley.  John  Webster  went  to  assist  in  laying  out 
roads  and  other  business,  but  lodged  in  Northampton. 
There  lie  was  taken  sick  and  made  his  will,  which  is 
dated  June  25,  1659.  Mr.  Webster  recovered  'rem 
that  illness  and  was  appointed  court  commissioner. 

March  26,  1661,  court  was  held  elf  Northampton  and 
Mr.  Webster  was  present,  and  he  with  others  took  the 
freeman's  oath.  Mr.  Webster  died  on  the  5th  of 
April,  1661,  and  was  buried  in  Hadley  according  to  di- 
rection in  his  will.     When  Noah  Webster  lived  in  Arn-

N.  Y.,  Nov.  22,  1770;  John,  James,  Edward,  Sara!;, 
Wealthy,  Lucina  and  Roxa  Linda.  Amos  Lawrence, 
Sr.,  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution.  Ha  enlisted  M;  y 
9,  1777,  to  serve  daring-  the  war.  He  was  Sergeant 
in  Captain  Abner  Prior's  Company,  5th  Connecticut 
regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel  Philip  B.  Bradley. 
In  January,  1781,  this  company  was  transferred  :c 
Captain  Morris'  Company,  Colonel  H  email  Swift's 
Connecticut  militia. 

Amos  Lawrence,  Jr.,  first  child  of  Amos  Lawrence 
and  Sarah,  his  wife,  was  born  at  Kensington,  Hart- 
ford county,  March  9,  1758;  baptized  March  12,  1753 
(Wintonbmy  church  records)  He  married  Sabra 
Eggieston  May  28,  1783,  at  Windsor.  Sabra  Eggle- 
ston  was  born  Sept.  10,  17(52;  baptized  Oct.  31.  1762. 
Amos  Lawrence  died  in  Pittsford,  Vermont,  Jan.  1, 
1841.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution,  and  served 
first  as  a  private  under  Captain  John  Cochrane, 
Colonel  Ganswort,  X.  Y.,  one  year,  having  enlisted 
in  March,  1776,  when  18  years  of  age.  He  enlisted 
again  April  8,  1777,  and  served  three  years  as  team- 
ster under  Captain  Gurdon  Wadsworth  and  Captain 
Robert  Walker  in  Lambs'  2d  Continental  Artillerv. 
He  was  granted  a  pension  upon  his  application  dated 
April  6,  1818.  when  60  years  of  age  and  a  resident  of 
Pittsford,  Vermont.  His  widow  was  allowed  a  pen- 
sion on  her  application  executed  May  27,  1846,  while 
83  years  of  age  and  a  resident  of  Brandon,  Vermont, 
with  her  son.  Oliver  Ellsworth  Lawrence.  Other  chil- 
dren of  Amos  and  Sabra  Lawrence  were  Sarah  (mar- 
ried Artemus  Carpenter),  Amos,  Porter,  Laury  (mar- 
ried Titus  Beebe)  and  Sabra  Amanda,  born  in  1808, 
who  married  Henry  Mussev.     Mrs.  Mussey  was  a  real 


daughter  of  the  society  of  tlv.  Daughters  of  the  Amer- 
ican Revolution.  She  died  at  the  home  of  her  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  Sarah  Nowers,  in  Genesee-,  Illinois,  in  1800; 
aged  nearly  92  years. 

Amos  Lawrence,  the  third  generation  of  this  name, 
was  born  in  Rutland  county,  Vermont,  the  son  01* 
Amos  Lawrence  arid  Sabra  Eggleston,  his  wife.  He 
was  born  March  12,  1786,  and  was  a  mason  by  trade. 
Nov.  6,  1806,  he  married  Harrispah  Karris  and  re- 
moved in  ISO?  to  Henderson  Harbor,  Jefferson  county, 
N.  Y.  Their  children  were  Minerva,  Betsey,  Aimira, 
Amasa,  Laura,  Amanda,  Angeline  Clarissa.  John  D.. 
Henry  Alberto,  Niewcomb  and  Albeit.  He  was  a  sol- 
dier in  the  war  of  1812,  Died  in  Henderson  Nov.  12, 
1869.  and  is  buried  there. 

Newcomb  Cushman  Lawrence  (lather  of  the  writer, 
Mrs.  Edith  June  [Lawrence]  Baker)  was  born 
in  Henderson,  N.  Y.,  March  9,  1828.  He  came 
to  Wisconsin  in  June,  1848,  and  settled  in  Mayville. 
Dodge  county.  Was  married  April  I,  1854,  to  Miss 
Helen  Wilbur  Rogers,  who  was  also  born  in  Jefferson 
county,  X.  Y.,  March  25,  1832.  He  was  a  carpenter, 
machinist,  patternmaker  and  bridge  builder,  and  did 
a  great  deal  of  work  as  contractor  building  bridges 
in  many  states.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
fraternity  49  years.  Also  a  member  of  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows' order.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  en- 
listing in  1864  in  Company  E.  Fifth  Wisconsin  Volun- 
teers. He  was  with  Sheridan  in  Shenandoah  Valley, 
and  was  in  front  of  Petersburg  while  the  Confederacy 
was  making  its  last  stand.  After  the  evacuation  of 
that  stronghold  and  of  Richmond  lie  was  with  the 
troops  that  pursued  General  Lee  up  to  Appamattox. 
He  was  also  present  at  the  Grand  Review  in  Washing- 
ton and  received  his  honorable  discharge  in  July,  I860. 


He  was  the  builder  of  the  first  sehoolhouse  in  May- 
ville.     With  his  wile  he  moved  to  Stevens  Point,  Wis- 
cousin,   in   August,    1892.     Mrs.  Lawrence  died'thei 
March  12.  1902,  and  Mr.  Lawrence  died  April  18,  1909. 
Loth  are  buried  in  Mayville. 

There  were  four  children  born  to  the  above,  only 
two  of  whom  grew  to  maturity.  They  are  Eva  Isa- 
belle,  born  Jan.  28,  1850;  married  Clarence  Addison 
Lamoreux  and  lives  in  Ashland. 

Edith .  Jun£,  born  June  29.  1860.  at  Mayville,  Wis- 
consin; married  Dec.  5.  1883,  to  Charles  Bion  Baker 
and  went  at  once  to  Stevens  Point,  Wisconsin.     They 
have  one  daughter,  Frances  Helen  June,  born  July  12 
1800. 

Frances  Helen  June  Baker  married  .Jwao  12,  1913, 
Robert  McClure  Fairleigh  of  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky \ 
where  they  have  since  resided.  Their  children  are 
Juno  Lawrence  Fairleigh.  born  March  25,  1914;  Ann, 
born  Oct.  29,  1915;  Tom.  born  March,  1917:  and 
Robert    born  March  18,  1919.

A  KEY  TO  THE    BOOK. 

In  the  arrangement  of  this  Genealogy  the  Chapter  is  die  key. 
Following  the  third  chapter  the  descerdents  of  Governor  Webster  art 

grouped  on  the  basis  of  the  Great  Grandchild.     At  the  iiead  of  each 
chapter  is  placed  conspicuously  the  name  of  a  Webster  "ancestor,  and 

within   that    chapter   appear  all   the  names  of  h:s  great  r-ram Idtta, 

except  those  not  brought  forward  from  a  previous  related  chapter. 

The  Chapter  is  sub-divided  into  "Divisions,"  '•'Sections/*  and 
'Numbered  Paragraphs."  Those  named  in  the  Divisions  are  children 
of  the  ancestor  at  the  head  of  the  Chapter.  Those  named  in  the  Sec- 
tions are  his  grandchildren.  Those  named  in  the  Numbered  Para?ra»hs 
are  his  great-grandchildren. 

Die  Section  is  distinguished  by  its  italic  type,  and  also  bv  3 
recapitulation  of  the  Webster  pedigree  of  the  person  first  named  iu  the 
Section.  Should  both  the  male  and  female  pedigree  be  desired  it  may 
be  found  ac  the  head  of  the  Charter. 

The  names  of  the  Great  Grandchildren  are  printed  in  htavy  face 
type,  or  in  small  type  next  after  the  birth  list  in  case  their  history  <s 
concluded  in  the  ■same  Chapter  as  that  of  their  parents. 

Because  of  the  varying  numbers  ;n  the  different  branches,  the 
Chapters  are  of  unequal  length.  The  advantages  of  this  arrangement, 
however,  are  too  obvious  to  be  sacrificed  for  mere  uniformity. 

Open  the  book  anywhere  and  the  reader  may  proceed  in  either 
direction.  At  the  top  of  the  left-hand  page  the  core's  "From  Chap.," 
and  at  the  end  of  numbered  paragraphs  the  words  "Resumed  in  Chap- 
ter," are  a  guide  to  ancestry  or  descendants  as  may  be  required. 
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"TJ'HEN  Charles  Sunnier,  the  illustrious  senator  from  Massa- 
fV      ehusetis,  a  generation  ago,  faced  death,  he  i?aid  xo  his  inti- 


mate friend.- Judge  Hoar,  "I  should  not  regret  thk

great  account  is  sealed.*  * 

In  like  spirit,  ve  may  be  assured,  the  gifted  author  of  this  veil-; 
came  to  his  end.  It  lay  near  his  heart.  He  devoted  many  years 
to  its  production..  He  sacrificed  much  that  he  might  give  the 
Connecticut  Webster  family  an  account  of  its  life  .from  the  time  of 
its  founding  in  America,  away  in  the  dim  Colonial  times  to  the 
present,  and  earlier  if  possible.  But  the  inevitable  came  re  him 
before  the  task  was  clone,  and  the  completion  fell  to  other  hands. 

The  author,  Mr.  William  Holeomb  Webster,  determine'!  before 
leaving  college  thai  he  would  prepare  ami  publish  a  "History  and 
Genealogy  of  the  Governor  John  Webster  Family  of  Connecticut." 
The  great  Civil  War  intervened  and  delayed  our  did  not  defeat  his 
purpose.  After  serving  as  a  soldier  in  the  Union  Army,  he  entered 
the  .civil  service  of  the  Government  in  the  Pension  Office  of  the  War 
Department,  and  became  Superintendent  of  the  Old  War  aha  AAvv 
Reeords.  Nothing  could,  have  aided  his.  cherished  purpose  more,  fa- 
it gave  him  access  to  the  official  records  &f  all  the  wars.  A  monu- 
ment to  his  industry  and  skill  may  be  seen  in  "The  Connecticut  Men 
in  the  Revolution/"'  published  by  the  Stare  of  Connecticut/  for  al- 
though it  does  not  bear  his  name  it  was  his  work.  As  a  result, 
few  family  histories  will  contain  more  abundant  anrl  accurate 
accounts  of  military  service  than  this.  Many  now  ignorant  of  the 
fact,  or  lacking  the  data  to  prove  it,  will,  when  thev  obtain  this 
book,  find  themselves  eligible  to  the  Sons  and  Daughter.--  of  the 
American  Revolution,  and  other  Patriotic  Societies. 

At  the  time  of  Mr.  Webster's  death,  March  23,  1806,  he  was 
Chief  Examiner  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  United 
States,  having  been  promoted  to  this  position  by  President  Grovi  r 
Cleveland.

New  fields  have  been  ent.  r*d  a  wide 
correspondence  carried  on,  and  the  compilation  brought  down  *0 
the  recent  past,  and  in  some  cases  to  the  immediate  present. 

The  arrangement  of  the  book  is  our  own.  So  far  as  the  mar.  rial 
collated  by  Air.  Webster  indicated  a  plan,  it  followed  that*  of 
Goodwin's  Genealogical  Xotes.

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Oldest  Webster  Family. — The  progenitor  of  the  oldest  and 
probably  the  most  numerous  family  irj  America,  bearing  r'  •  name 
oi  Webster,  was  John  Webster  of  Warwickshire,  England,  He 
came  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  in  a  3/ear  not  certainlv 
known,  bnt,  by  tradition,  understood  to  bare  been  about  JtJSO-33. 
He  removed  from  Newtowne,  now  Cambridge..  Massachusetts,  to 
the  present  site  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  in  1636,  presumably  with 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Hooker  and  .sir-:  histori     pari 

HaiUord,  Connecticut. —  Ilartioid  was  then  known  by  its  In- 
dian name,  SiicTciaug,  meaning  "black  earth,'15  possibly  from  iha 
dark- rich  soil  of  its  fertile  meadows  and  cultivated  fields,  portions 
of  the  country  even  then  being  under  the  rough  tillage  01  the 
savages. 

The  South  Side.' — John  Webster  located  on  the  south  side  of 
Little  River,  a  small  stream  flowing  into  the  Connecticut  from 
the  west,  and  which,  from  the  founding  of  the  Colony,  1ms  di- 
vided the  town  into  two  unequal  parts,  the  south  side  never  quite 
equaling  the  north  in  population.  In  the  beginning,  it  formed  che 
boundar}  between  two  '"plantations''  into  which  the  community 
was  divided,  awl  this  dual  feature,— with  separate  meetings,  in- 
dependent books,  aD('  recognition  in  the  town  rotes, —  continued 
even  after  the  legal  organization  of  the  town  wa«  effected. 
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The  North-  Side.  — ~ The  n  nth  side  is  the  older;  To  the  a  iiiumi 
of  l!)3o,  '"'about  sixty  men.  women  and  littL  children,  went  bv 
land  toward  Connecticut/"'  says  Winthrop's  .Journal,  under  date 
r>f  Oct.  5,  1635,  "with  their  cows,  horses  and  swine,  and  after  ., 
tedious  and  difficult  journey  arrived  safe  there." 

Colonial  History.—-  The  Rev.  William  DeLoss  Love,  Ph.D.,  of 
Hartford,  Conn.,  who  is  the  autboi  and  publisher  of  "The  Colonial 
ill  tory  of  Bartford"  (1914),  from  which  we  are  freeh  quoting, 
and  hen  by  acknowledge  our  indebtedness,  identifies  the  following 
as  a  purl  of  that  company,  and  thinks  that  they  were  the  pioneers 
who  located  their  house  lots  on  the  north  side  at  that  time,  namely, 
Elder  William  G  >odwim  Johu  Steele,  William  Westwood,  The  aa 
Scott.  Stephen  Hart,  William  Pantry,  John  Barnard,  William 
Butler.  William -Kelsey,  Nathaniel  Ely,  Nicholas  Clark,  Richard 
Webb,  Richard  Goodman,  Edward  Elmer,  Mathew  Marvin,  Thomas 
Stanley,— sixteen. 

He  says,  "in  the  judgment  of  the  wise  it  was  necessary  for 
some  to  go  forward  to  prepare  the  way,  and  there  was  at  least  a 
tacit  agreement,  to  ivhich  the  ministers  were  a  party,  that  others 
would  follow  the  next  season/' 

To  the  alcove  sixteen  he  thinks  that  nine  more  should  bo  ado  :. 
inasmuch 'as  their  house  lots  arc  intermingled  with  the  others,  as 
though  the;,  were  nil  selected  at  one  and  the  same  time.  Since, 
however,  it  is  known  that  sonic-,  ai  least,  of  the  nine,  accompanied 
Hooker  in  his  march  the  next  summer,  the  author  holds  chat,  after 
selecting  their  lots  in  the  autumn  of  1635,  they  returned  to  r\"ew- 
towne  in  time  to  accompany  their  families  in  their  journey  at  that 
time  through  the  wilderness  to  Suckiaug.  The  nine  wore  llathew 
Allyn,  John  Stone,  Timothy  Stanley,  Edward  Stebbins,  James 
Olmsted,  Robert  Day,  John  Talcott,  William  Lewis,  Clement 
Charun.  Two  lots  were  reserved. — one  each  for  Rev.  Thomas  Hook- 
er and  Rev.  Samuel  Stone. 

But  "the  majority  of  the  settlers  who  came  in  1636,  settled  south 
of  the  river  and  became  the  South-Side  Plantation."     (huh.) 

South  Side  Disputed  Territory.  —  The  reason  for  this  is  not 
far  to  sock.  The  South  Side  was  disputed  territory.  The  Dutch. 
claimed  it.*  They  held  their  title  from  the  Pequots,  a  p<  m  rful 
tribe  who  were  already  predatory  and  menacing,  and  with  o  dch, 
a  year  later,  the  English  were  to  test  their  prowess.     The  English

Earliest  South  Side  Lots. —  It  is  quite  certain,  however,  thai; 
in  the  spring  of  1.036,  after  having  secured  ri_r!lt>  through  the 
Warwick  patent,!  lots  were  actually  located  on  the  south  side, 
those  of  John  White  and  Samuel  Wakeman  being  the  first,  includ- 
ing, possibly,  that  cf  William  Hills.  Having  these  titles,  b<  th  from 
the  Indians  and  the  English,- the  settlers  gave  little  heed  to  the 
Dutch  fort  (ailed  ■"House  of  Hope/'  and  even  b<  Pore  th  ■  arrival  of 
Thonias  Hooker  and  bis  band  of  pilgrims,  boldly  crossed  the  Little 
River  and  staked  out  their  home  lots  as  above  shown.  But  on  the 
arrival  of  H\q  -larger  number  under •  Hooker,  in  June,  163H,  the 
majority  of  the  new  comers,  either  from  policy  or  choice,  or  both 
located  on  the  south  side.  Among  them  were  Jobs  Webster,  Wil- 
liam Whiting  and  Thomas  Welles  (the  iasi  from  Saybrook)  fore- 
most men  of  the"  colony.'  Only  fve  proprietors  in  the  colon;  owned 
a  larger  share  of  the  common,  or  undivided  lands,  than  John  Web- 
ster, and  only  one.

Thomas  Hooker,  and  the  main  body  oi  his  faithful  <  i  :  •  ...;  n 
from  Newtowne  to  Suokiaug  will  ever  be  memorable.  SonVe  h;u] 
preceded  them  the  autumn  before;  others  earh  that  ipriiu:',  and 
probably  a  few  followed  later  thai  same  season.  But  the  majority 
started  from  Newtowne,  M;iy  :■],  1636,  a  hundred  or  more  strong,* 
ineludu  g  women  and  children.  Mr-'.  Hooker,  the  pasi  .;■'.-  v  tie,  be- 
ing toe  ill  to  *  alk,  was  carried  <<n  a  horse  litter.  One  hundred  ;o-: 
sixty  head  of  cattle  were  a  pari:  of  the  expedition,  and  furnished 
milk  for  the  party.  Thus  encumbered,  progress  musi  have  been 
very  slow,  and  the  journey  required  probably  not  less  than  ten 
days,  and  possibly  un  re. 

"Hooker's  Route.  —  The  route  b\  which  tliyy  reached  Suckiang 
has  recently  been  established  with  probable  accuracy  This  was 
done  in  part -by  an- exhaustive  study  of  land  records  iv<.:..  Gam-- 
bridge  to  Hartford,  and  noting  the  references  to  an  ancient  In- 
dian trail  which  was  no  doubt  the  line  of  their  march. 

The  course-  thus  showy  was  from  Cambridge  to  Watertown.  Weston, 
Wayland,  Framing-ham,  passing  north  of  Cocbituate  Pond;  through -the 
borders  of  South  Fr&mingha-m,  Ashland,  Hopkinton.  Westborough,  Grafton; 
thence  through  Miilbury,  north  of  Singleton  Pond  to  Oxford,  feurainsr 
westward  ai  the  Centre,  and  going  through  Chariton,  whose  ancient  nai  • 
was  "Quabaug  Path."  It  is  suggested  that  the}  spent  their  first  sabbath 
at  Sturbridge,  on  the  \ie.ifcri  slope  of  Flsk  Hill,  where  tradition  lo- 
cates a  camping  place.  Going  down  the  slops  westward,  and  crossing 
the  brook,  they  passed  the- foot  oi  Cemetery  Hill,  and  "Old  Taniin sque 
Fcrdway,"  up  the  valley  through  Fiskdale.  The-  path  went  north  of 
Little  Alum  Pond  to  "Little  Rest.''  and  north  of  Sherman  Pond  and  north 
of  Steerage  Rock,  descending  the  slope  to  the  Connecticut  Valley  at  Aga- 
v:ahi,  now   Springneld,   Massachusetts.

On  the  east 
side  of  the  street,  about  half  \  ay  between  Charter  Oak  Avenue  and 
Wyllys  Street,  was  the  home  lot  of  Gov.

Webster  Houses. —  In  an  interesting  volume  issued  in  1J)00 
by  Isha-j;  and  Brown  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  from  the  press  of  the 
Preston  and  Rounds  Co.  of  Providence,  entitled,  "Early  Connecti- 
cut Houses/'  Dr.  Henry  Barnard  of  Hartford,  writes  an  important 
chapter  in  Appendix  II,  entitled,  ''The  Webstei  Houses/"  His 
first  effort  is  to  correct  the  error  that  the  houses  on  the  estate  of 
Lieut.  Robert  Webster,  located  on  Retreat  Avenue,  and  Washington 
Street  were  identical  with  Ik— home  of  Gojr^johnJ^stei'iJither 
otj^fleut^Robert^Webster.

Webster's  bona:  Lot  was  on  the 
same  plot  with  Gov.  Wyllys'  (directly  east  of  ray  residence)  on 
toe  street  now  known  as  Governor  Street,  and  the  house,  which  I 
recollect  as  far  back  as  1817,  when.

The  Name  Webster.— -The  Surname  Webster,  meaning  a  fe- 
ns ale  weaver,  of  unmistakable  ancient  English  origin,  was  a  trade 
name.  It  is  n^t.  therefore,  an}  more  than  Smith,  a  proof  of  rela- 
tionship among  the  first  families  bearing  it.  '•'With  the  rVnglo- 
Saxons  the  termination  er  in  trades  and  empiovments,  was  mascu- 
line; while  that  of  ster  was  feminine.  Of  the  former  we  have  an 
example  in  Webber;  of  the  latter  we  have  example  in  Webster/' 
(Anderson's  Genealogy  and  Surnames,  p.  58.)  Spinner  is  mas- 
culine; spinster,  feminine. 

Coat  of  Arms. —  The  authorities  quoted  in  the  Xoah  Websti  r 
manuscripts  show  that,  the  Websters,  Whitings,  Steele?-, '  Coifins, 
etc.,  are  entitled  by  descent  to  wear  coat  of  armor.  Of  this  it  is 
said,  "The  arms  reproduced  is  argent,  a  fesse  gules  between  three 
cross-crossiets-fltssc-bu  cizure.  Crest,  the  sun  risinc  out  of  the  sea 
proper.  Motto,  "Emerge,'"' — "I  come  up."  The  sun  is  an  heraldic 
emblem  of  glory  and  splendor,  aid  of  absolute  authority.  "Fides 
et  jusioia"  ("Faith  and  Justice/'*)  is  another  family  .motto,  and 
the  lion.  dragoD,  leopard  and  swan  are  emblems  used  in  different 
branches.

— Thai  John  Webster  was  a  man  of 
influence  and  standing  in  the  Hartford  colony  i<  obvious.  When 
the  <!":v  was  settled  at  Hartford,  a  Board  oi  Commissioner!  from 
Massachusetts  governed  the  new  town  .  but  a  meeting  of  all  i 
freemen  of  HarifoM.  Windsor  and  Wethersiiel  1.  held  Jan.  !  ':.  LG 
adopted  a  written  constitution, — '"tin  first  written  constitution 
known  to  history,  that  created  a  government."  <  Fi.sk,  "!'■  h  nings 
of  New  England,"  p.  127.)  From  that  time  to  1659  he  v  as  chi  i 
to  office;  from  1639  to  1655,  a?  magistrate,  or  judge:  ^C^o,  deputy 
governor  :  1656,  go u  rnor  :  And  tlie  three  folL  >v  ing  years,  first  magis- 
trate, or  chief  Judge.  Himuan  in  ids  "First  Puritan  Settlers  of 
Conne<  fcieut,"  says  that  J<  hn  Webster's  r  rst  app  sarai  c  •  a-  an  ofn<  er 
of  the  Court  was  in  April  1637.  when  he  was  a  member  of  a  com- 
mittee who  for  the  first  Lime  sat  with  the  court  of  Magistrates  for 
the  purpose  of  declaring  war  against  the  Pequot  Indians.  That 
same  year  he  was  elected  to  the  general  court,  an-!  also  elected  as 
one  of  the  deputy  commissioners  in  1638.  Then  followed  his  elec- 
tion to  the  court  of  magistrates  at  the  first  general  court  h  >ldeu  by 
Gov.  Haynes  in  April  1639  a?  aforesaid. 

His  sessions  of  court  held  are  summarized  as  follows:  1639,  four 
sessions  of  the  general  court;  1640,  three;  1641.  four:  1642,  three; 
1643,  five:  1644,  five;  1645,  five:  and  of  the  particular  court,  1639, 
five :  1640,  four;  1641,  two:  1642,  two:  1643,  six :  1644,  five;  1645, 
six:  1646.  four. 

In  1640  he  was  appointed  with  Mr.  Ludlow  and  Gov  Welles  to 
consult  with  friends  in  New  Haven  respecting  Indian  murders 
which  had  been  committed.,  to  learn  of  them  whether  they  would 
approve  a  decree  of  war.  With  William  Phelps  lie  was  appointed 
to  form  law  against  ]vms\  and  to  hold  consultation  with  elders  on 
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the  subject  He  was  also  a  member  of  a  committee  with 
Phelps  who  fanned  a  noted  criminal  code  of  la>vs  for  the  colon;.  ; 
reported  and  approved  by  the  General  Court  in  1642.  several  of 
which  remain  on  the  statute  book  unto  this  day.  with  little  altera- 
tion except  in  punishment.  In  1654  he  was. appointed  a  member  of 
the  Congress  of  the  united  Colonies  with  Maj.  Gen.  Mason.  He 
was  the  first  of  his  name  in  this  country  who  gave  high  character 
for  talent  in  the  name  of  Webster. 

Gov.  Webster's  Public  Services. —  Benjamin  Trumbull  gives 
the  following  summary  of  his  public  services:  "For  twentj  vears 
Mr.  John  W<  bster  had  been  annual!}  chosen  into  the  magistracy  i  ; 
Connecticut,  being  elected  Governor  in  1056.  At.  the  election  in 
Hartford.  May  i7th,  1655,  Thomas  Wel!e-  was  elected  Governor 
and  dcln  Webster  Deputy  Governor.  At  the  election  la  1656  John 
Webster  was  cle<  ted  Got  jruor  and  Thomas  Welles  D  putv  Governor.

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At  th«  election  in  165?  John  Winthrop  was  elected  Governor, 
Thomas  Welles  Deputy  Governor,  and  John  Webster  Chi  :i  Magis- 
trate This  alternating  was  not  a  freak  of  voting.,  '•>":  arc  e  from 
tiie  law  which  permitted  a  governor  to  hold  his  office  (until  after 
160*0)  only  ore' out  o(  two  years. 

Out  oJ  t))e  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  original  settlers  of  Hart- 
ford, only  ten  gentlemen  besides  himself  were  honored  with  tb  im- 
posing prefix  Mr.  The  ordinary  title  was  Goodman  or  Goodwife, 
sometimes  Goodwonian,  and  often  Goody,  or  Neighbor.  Only  men 
of  means  and  rank  in  the  Colony  who  had  come  from  England  were 
looked  up  to  with  awe  and  without  familiarity,  such  as  clergymen, 
magistrates,  doctors,  schoolmasters,  and  those  freemen"  who  had  re- 
ceived a  second  degree  at  college;  eminent  merchants,  military 
captains,  captains  of  vessels,  r.ad  sometimes  the  mates,  were  ad- 
dressed as  Mr.  and  their  wivei  as  Mrs. 

One  has  well  said  of  him  :  '"Prior  to  his  election  as  Governor  he 
was  frequently  directed  by  the  General  Court  to  decide  controver- 
sies about  boundaries,  or  arbitrating  on  lands,  distributing  estates, 
auditing  the  accounts  of  the  treasure  and  answering  petition's!"  In 
1639  he 'was  one  of  a  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  New  Haven 
in  relation  to  the  murderous  attacks  from  the  Indians  ar  Middle- 
town,  and  he  bore  the  banner  of  war  against  the  haughtv  and  in- 
sulting Sowheag,  when  our  sister  of  Qninnipiac  (New  Haven) 
turned  her  face  from  it,  and  her  milder  counsel  prevailed.  Ten 
years  later.  1649,  the  New  England  Congress  employed  him  "to  set 
forth  on  the  towns"  soldiers  and  ammunition  for  an  expedition 
against  the  Indian-.  At  other  times  he  was  chosen  "to  press  men 
and  ammunition'"  or  appointed  one  of  the  officers  with  whom  the 
constables  of  each  town  were  to  take  advise  in  the  pressing  of  men/' 
In  1654  lie  with  others  was  appointed  by  the  General  Court  to  exam- 
ine and  arrange  "all  particular  and  several  charges  of  the  late  war 
(with  the  Narragansetts)  and  for  the  support  of  Tineas."'  of  which 
charges  they  directed  that  they  should  cause  the  constables  of  Hart- 
ford to  bring  in  a  full  account.  When  it  was  determined  to  provide 
a  frigate"  of  ten  or  twelve  guns  to  defend  the  coast  of- Long  Island, 
against  the  Dutch  and  Ninigrate,  Mr.  Webster  was  one  of  the  Com- 
mittee "to  treat  "with  the  owners  of  the  frigate,  and  agree  with  them 
for  the.  use  of  the  same."  Likewise  in  the  matter  of  the.  agreement 
with  Mr.  Fenwick  and  the  impost  duty  at  the  mouth  of  the  river. 
he  was  frequently  called  to  act,  and  also  to  license  the  exportation  of 
provisions  in  times  of  scarcity.  He  made  journeys  as  magistrate 
to  the  seasidf  and  elsewhere  to  administer  justice.  Fie  was  employ- 
ed in  drawing  up  correspondence  with  friends  of  the  Colony  in 
England.  Tie  surveyed  the  highway  from  Hartford  to  Windsor, 
and  overlooked  i;.s  "amendment."  He  was  one  of  the  Committee 
which  purchased  «n<]  disposed  of  Simsbury.    Abstract-  for  srrievan-

To  the 
several  letb  rs  and  sots  of  instructions  growing  out  of  thesi  ;  ,;'  r- 
ations,  the  name  of  John  Webster  is  in  every  instance  signed,  as 
also  to  the  Swedish  Governor  of  Delaware  Bay,  which  was  written 
in  Latin. 

The  Office  of  Governor.— It  is  of  inti  rest  to  know  that  the  of- 
fice of  Governor  which  John  Webster  reached  had  some  peeularities 
not  existent  now.  He  had  not  only  to  he  a  freeman,  but  must  have 
been  previously  a  magistrate,  and  always  a  member  of  some  "ap- 
pointed congregation.*'"  His  election  by  ballot  was  by  the  greatesi 
number  of  votes,  cast  By  all  who  had  been  admitted  freemen  and  had 
taken  the  oath  of  fidelity,  and  who  "did  cohabit  with  this  jurisdic- 
tion/'* the  vote  being  taken  the  second  Thursday  in  April  each  'ear. 
The  convention  for  this  purpose  was  held  in  Hartford.  Thi  Gen- 
eral Court  was  in  session  at  the  same  time  to  choose  one  or  moie 
persons  to  tell  the  voters  who  were  sworn  "to  be  faithful  therein.*' 
Immediately  upon  his  election  the  Governor-elect  appeared  before 
t:~.<:  General  Assembly  and  took  the  oath  of  office  !ihy  the  great  and 
dreadful  name  of  the  everliving  God  to  promote  the  public  good  and 
peace  of  this  jurisdiction  according  to  the  best  of  my  skill,  and  will 
also  maintain  all  lawful  privileges  of  tins  Commonwealth,  and  also 
that  all  wholesome  laws  that  are  or  shall  be  made  !>;.  lawful -author- 
ity here  established,  be  duly  executed  according  to  the  rule  of  God's 
word,  so  help  me  God:     Jn  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.'*'" 

Duties  of  Governor. —  His  duties  were  manifold.  Through  the 
constables  of  each  town,  by  himself  or  his  secretary,  he  ealk  i  rh  ■ 
two  General  Assemblies!  Special  meetings  might  be  called  upon  the 
advice  and  with  the  special  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  magistrates, 
"within  fourteen  days  warning,"  or  shorter  notice  if  necessary,  the 
reasons  to  be  stated  in  his  warrant.  When  in  session  the  Governor 
presided  over  the  General  Assembly,  all.  the  branches  sitting  in  one 
body.  He  had  power  to  order  the  court  to  give  liberty  of  speech, 
■and  to  silence  unreasonable  anei  disorderly  speakings*  He  put  the 
motions  and  in  case  the  vote  was  equal  he  cast  the  deciding  vote. 
The  Governor  was  also  ;•  magistrate  and  held,  with  ins  colieagni  s, 
Particular  Courts  ov<  r  which  he  presided,  now  in  one  place  and  then 
at  another.  He  managed  cht?  chief  correspondence  of  the  Colony, 
served  as  one  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  United  • '<  lonies,  acted  on 
important  committees  a  id  acted  a?  principal  adviser  in  all  emi  '._  :. 
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( :>  s.  i:''i'  this  Gov.  Webster  received  the  munificent  ?v.m  of  30 
pounds  a  year,  this  salary  bavin;  been  -csAiLutemv'l  in  tG-rT.  nioVto 
whirl;  time  there  was  no  pecuniary  conipeusut'h  an •:  this  \  as  the 
nrst  office  to  receive  <  ompensation  in  th<  (  0I0153*. 

His  Church  Relationships.  —  The  First  Church  of  Hartford 
justly  stands  in  the  Herefrom  as  one  of  the  historic  churches  of 
New  England,  Founded  by  the  learned  and  beloved  lb  v.  Thomas 
Hooker  who  led  in  person  the  church  through  the  wild  >rne.>  •  ftom 
Cambridge  to  Hartfor  !,  he  -  fi  the  stamp  and  impress  of  his  great 
personality  and  teachings  upon  them  when,  in  16 47,  eleven  y.-:iv~ 
after  their  arrival,  he  passed  away.  With  the  most  judicio1.  s  man- 
agement' such  a  crisis'  Would  1101  be  easily  passed,  hut  when  Rev. 
Samuel  Stone  the  assistant  assumed  the  pastorate  ivitb  some  in- 
novations, some  deviation  in  doctrines,  and  a  new  bent  in  ecclesias- 
tical preceedure,  it  is  tiot  surprising  that  others  were  quick  to  resent 
it,  and  the  litiie  fire  of  controversy  rose  to  a  grctn  eonflagral 
Out  of  the  imperfect  records  of  the  time  it  is  diffii  ult  to  determine 
the  exact  cause  or  causes  of  the  controversy.  It  probably  uv  \b  ■>' 
some  questions  of  church  order.  Mr.  Stone  stood  for  "a  speaking 
aristocracy  in  the  face  of  a  silent  democracy.''  * 

A  minister  had  spent  some  time  in  Hartford,  and  preached  on 
several  occasions.  It  was  deemed  by  many  to  be  wise  and  courteous 
to  put  to  vote  the.  question  of  his  call  to  the  pastorate.  Tah  Mr. 
Stone  would  not  allow,  area  this  he  acknowledges  in  a  paper  drawn 
up  in  1657,  and  eonceeds  that  the  brethren  had.  the  right  or  lib  rty 
to  have  done  what  he  did  not  permit,  and  ""that  he  ought  to  ha-. e 
left  the  church  to  their  liberty  in  voting.'''  William  Goodwin  was 
the  Ruling-  Elder,  the  Moderator  at'  church  meetings  which  it  was 
his  duty  to  call  and  dismiss;  to  prepare  business  for  action  of  the 
church,  superintend  .the  conduct  of  members,  and  preach  in  the 
absence  of  the  pastor  or  teacher.  (2d  Church,  p.  IV.)  In  these 
duties  or  many  oi  them  he  v-ns  probably  thwarted  bv  Mr.  Stone  the 
acting  pastor,  and  both  being  determined  men  the  ''conflict  between 
opposite  principles  of  ecclesiastical  order/'  as  Dr.  Leonard  Bacon 
described  it,  waxed  hot..  To  this  was  added  a  growing  demand  for 
an  enlargement  of  baptismal  privileges.  As  taught  by  Hooker,  and 
original  Congregationalism  in  N.  eh  only  children  of  members  in 
full  communion  were  proper  subjects  of  baptism,  bur  .Mr.  Stone 
espoused  the  idea  of  extending  the  privilege  to  those  outside  the

R  ..-.  min  Flarbert,  William  Leawis,  Thomas 
Bnne,  John  Webster,  John  Culliek.  Xathaniei  Ward.  Andrew  Ba- 
con, Andrew  Warner,  John  White,  John  Crow,  Thomas  Standi  . 
John  Barnard,  Gregory  Woolterton,  John  Article!,  /.  ha  y  Fild, 
Richard  Clrjreb  The  Council  was  co]  i]  osod  of  ministers  from  the 
Connecticut  churches,  with  one  or  two  from  the  New  Haven 
Colony.  (2d  Church,  p.  26.  pp.  23,  24,  2/-.)  Tliey  decided  that 
mutuaj  satisfaction  should  be  given  on  both  side?,  each  to  th 
other,  that  in  ca?e  further  differences  arose  and  the  dissenting 
brethren  should  desire  dismission  the  church  should  grant  it.  "A 
substantial  vindication  of  the  minority  as  against  the  arbitrary 
procedures  of  Mr.  Stone- and.- the  church.-"  (2d  Church,  p.  26.) 
But  Mr.  Stone  and  the  cliurch  refused  to  be  bound  by  the  findings 
of  the  council  and  matters  grew  worse.  All  Xes  England  soon 
became  involved.  Mr.  Stone  visited  Boston  and  promoted  a  move- 
ment for  a  now  Council.  The  General  Court  of  Connecticut  favor- 
ed it.  Gov.  Webster,  Cap.  Culliek  and  Mr.  Steele  opposed  iv.  point- 
ing to  the  previous  Council  which  Mr.  Stone  had  disregarded,  and 
objecting  to  legislative  interference  in  the  case.  In  a  letn  r  to  Mr. 
Stone  and  the  church  they  declined  the  suggestion  of  a  new  Council. 
(p.  "20.)  The  following  year.  1657,  in  April  and  a  few  days  in 
May  the  council  wps  held  in  Hartford  with  no  result.  The  min- 
ority participated  in  the  proceedings,  holding,  however  that  all  were 
bound  by  the  first  council.  The  pacification  did  not  last  and  ihe 
minority  demanded  their  dismission  which  was  not  granted  and 
they  formally  withdrew,  seeking  admission  to  the  church  at  Wethers- 
lieid,  and  sending  to  other  churches  ;h<_'r  reasons  for  separation 
and  this  letter  was  read  in  some  of  the  churches.  For  reading 
this  and  anothei  paper  the  pastors  were  haled  into  .court,,  amonj: 
them  Eoger  Newtoa  of  Farmington,  and  his  wife,  a  daughter  of 
the  lamented  Thomas  Hooker,  i;to  answer  for  the  crime  of  publicly 
reading  the  communication  addressed  to  the  churches  by  the  with- 
drawers  who  could  get  no  other  hearing/'  (p.  37.)  The  subscrib- 
ers themselves  went  before  the  Governor  and  Iris  Deputy  and  de- 
clared that  Mr.  Stone  would  allow  them  no  hearing  in  the  church, 
ar.d  the  Court  would  not  permit  Them  to  make  proof  on  oath  of  the 
particulars  aliged  by  tliern.  The  General  Court  ordered  many 
things,  granting  in  the  month  or  May,  1638,  permission  for-  the 
withdrawers  to  settle  up  the  river  near  Hadley,  on  condition  j:,;lt 
they  should  submit  to  an  orderly  hearing  of  the  dirTeren ■••-  between 
themselves   and   their    brethren.     Thes    accepted,   the  church   de- 
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clineci,  and  the  court,  acting  f<  r  the  rhi  roh  -'>•!■■<  ted  referees.  It 
came  to  i  i  ughi  however  by  to ul t  oi  fch<  church."  In  March,  I'.;59," 
the  court  renewed  its  fiori.  bul  the  churches  refused  tn  aH  : 
this  "court-created  council.1'  Hc-newed  again,  June  15,  1659,  tin 
withdrawing  party  was  required  to  submit,  and  >!w  church  agreed 
to.  The  wirhdrawers  said*  "'"'of  our  free  choice  wc  are  not  at  all 
interested  in  the  council  now  chosen."  A  month  earlier  they  had 
signed  an  agreement  to  remove  to  Massachusetts  (p.  1.0.).  Fhe 
council  met  in  Boston,  Sep.  26,  1G59,  reviewed  the  ense,  distrib  •:■  : 
its  mild  censures  and  counselled  that  tho;o  disposed  to  go  elsewhere 
be  given  dismission.  Thry  found  too  much  evidence  of  Mr.  Stone's 
rigid  handling  of  adverse  brethren.' particularly  specifying  Honored 
Mr.  Webster  and  Brother  Bacon.  (1st  Ch,  p.  1.73.)  "The  weight 
of  right  and  justice,"  says  the  historian  of  the  First  church,  "v  as 
with  the  defeated  and  emigrating  minority/''1  "Their  ideas  and 
principles  finally  triumphed,  not  only  in  a  separate  organization, 
but  in  the  mother-church  as  well,  and  in  the  Congregation  a] 
churches  of  the  country.  For  it  is  the  Congregationalism  of 
Thomas  Hooker,  and  not  of  Samuel  Stone,  thai:  flourishes  in  our 
ova  age."     (2d  Church,  p.  -12.) 

In  this  lamentable  controversy  Mr.  Webster' took  an  honorable 
and  dignified  part,  revealing  in  the  papers  ex'ani  always  the  spirit 
of  the  gentleman  and  christian  that  he  was. 

The  Hadley  History. — -The  agreement  to  remove  to  Hadley  is 
dated  at  Hartford,  April  IS,  1659,  and  signed  by  fifty-nine  persons 
belonging  to  Hartford  and  Wethersneld,  including  one  or  two  from 
Windsor.  In  the  Hadley  records  John  Webster's  name  appears 
first  on  the  list  of  settlers  from  Hartford.  On  a  map  showing  the 
list  and  arrangement  of  the  original  lots  in  HadJey,  and  the  nami  s 
of  their  owners,,  we  note  the  following  which  are  also  in  the  list  of 
First  Church,  Hartford,  of  those  who  removed  to  Hadley:  Francis 
Barnard,  Richard  Church,  Andrew  Warner.  .John  Marsh,  John  Web- 
ster, William  Goodwin,  John  Crow,  Samuel  Moody..  Nathaniel 
Ward,  William  Markham,  William  Partrigg,  John  Barnard.  An- 
drew Bacon,  Timothy  Stanley,  Nathaniel  Stanley  (returned' to 
Hartford).  John  White.  William  Lewis,  Richard  Goodman.  William 
Westwood.  Of  those  who  went  to  Hadley,  the  names  of  Samuel 
Church,  Zachariaii  Field  and  Daniel  Warner  do  not  appear  on  the 
map;  also  William  Hill.  The  following  signed  the  agreement  to 
go  but  either  did  not,  or  soon  returned:  George  Wilerton,  John 
Arnold,  Ozias  Goodwin,  James  Ensign,  Robert  Webster,  George 
Steele.  William  Lewis,  Jr  .  Benjamin  Harbert,  John  Catling.  The 
following  upon  the  map  came  from  other .  places  than  Hartford:

The  tract  of  land  which  thc\  purchased  was  upon  tin  Com  cti- 
cut  River,  ou  tli  east,  coy  'ring  what  is  now  includ  d  in  the  ]  -esent 
towns  of  Hadley,  Amherst,  South  Hadiey  tuifl  G  .  .  and  on  the 
west  side,  Hatiieid  and  a  part  of  Williamsburg.  Soon  after  sign- 
ing the  agreement  to  remove  I  i  Had!  ry,  dated  April  18,  1659,  ri,-L' 
signers,  or  soui(  part  of  them  entered  upon  t'li  >v-;rk  of  preparing 
for  settlement  there.  John  Webster  accompanied  >r  pro<  ded  ;;  n 
that  he  might  assist  or  superintend  the  laying  out  of  the  r<  ads  and 
other  business,  and  made  his  temporary  home  in  Northampton 
where  he  was  taken  sick  and  made  his  Will,  dated  dune  2Z,  1650. 
It  was  witnessed  by  John  Russell,  dr..  the  minister  at  Hadiey.,  and 
Eleazer  Mather,  the  minister  at  ■Northampton.  Mr.  Webster  .  - 
covered  however  and  lived  nearly  two  years,  dying  in  Hadiey,  April 
5,  1-661,  and  was  buried  there  according;  to  the  instruction;  in  his  • 
Will.  Honor  and  labor  followed  hiin  to  bis  new  field  for  he  was 
soon  made  a  judge,  or  commissioner  as  it  was  then  called.  John 
Pynehon  and  Samuel  Chapin  being  his  associates.  The  Conn  was 
held  alternately  at  Northampton  and  Springfield,  Sep.  2-o.  J<j;;t.  a 
court  was  hold  in  Spiingfteld,  raid  there  were  present  for  hoi  Ling  it, 
Mr.  John  Webster.  Cap't  John  Pynchon,  Mr.  Samuel  Holycl  >■.  and 
Elizur  Holyoke,  Recorder.

Gov.  Webster's  Family. —  Savage  says  of  John  Webster  who 
came" from  Cambridge   io  Hartford  in  1636.  "he  brought  from  Sag-

On  the  Two  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  settlement  of  Hart- 
ford, it:?  citizens  erected  a  monument  (1836)  in  memory  and  honor 
of  its.  Founders.  Nearly  all  of  the  names  in  the  above  list,  except 
the  ''Later  Settlers,"  appear  upon  the  monument.  Inserted  else- 
where is  a,  picture  of  if.  with  several  otlier  objects  of  interest.  The 
monument  stands  in  the  c:  met<  ry  at  the  rear  of  the  First  Church. 
On  one  oi  the  faces  of  the  monument  the  list  begins  with  the 
names  of  the  early  governors,  and  fifth  from  the  top.  to  correspond 
with  the  number  of  his  term,  is  the  name  cf  John  Webster,  'he 
Fifth  Colonial  Governor. 

To  the  right  of  the  monument,  in  the  picture  referred  to,  is  a 
view  of  Governor  Street,  the  home  of  Governor  Webster.  It  is  so 
taken  as  to  show  its  junction  with  Wyilys  Avenue,  near  which,  and 
just  back  e:'  the  apartment  houses,  on.  Governor  Street,  stood  his 
house:     S  j  trace  of  any  building  of  thai  ancient  time  now  exists. 

Underneath  the  picture  of  Hartford"  Monument,  is  the  Soldier; 
Monument, 'which  "arches  the  north  entrance  to  the  eapito!  grounds, 
and  also  spans  the  "Futile  Rivcr'which  is  such  a  landmark  ic 
Hartford  history,  the  early  boundary  line  between  the  North  and 
South  Plantations. 

Still  below  this  is  a.  picture  of  the  Charter  Oak  Monument, 
marking  the  spot  where  stood  the  tree  which  became  historic  after 
Governor  Webster's  time,  but  not  far  from  the  Governor's, original 
residence. 

To  t;ie  right  of  this  is  a  picture  of  Governor  Jonn  Webster's 
tombstone  in  the  cemetery  ai  Hadley,  Massachusetts,,  erected  by 
Xoah  Webster,  LIJ.D.,  m  1818.  The  date  of  Governor  Webster's 
death  is  there  £ri>-<  a  as  1665.    It  should,  in  fact,  he  160  :. 
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Gov.  John  Webster  and  Agnes  his  wife  were  the  parents  of 
seven  children.  Noah  Webster,  LL.Ih.  the  Lexicographer,  and 
one  of  their  descendants,  pre]  arcci  an  night-page  pamphlet  in  1836, 
entitled,  "Genealogy.  Family  of  John  Webster.  Compiled  by  X. 
Webster."  It  is  dared.  "New  Haven,  January.  1S3G."  In  it  he 
conjectures  that  "Robert  Websb  r  was  probabb  the  eldest  son  of 
John/: 

Twentv  vears  later,  namely,  In  i>*56,  the  "'Genealogical  Nott-s" 
of  Nathaniel  Goodwin  were  published  by  F.  A.  Brown  of  Hartford; 
Conn.  In  it  he  gives  the  names  of  Gof.  John  Webster's  children 
in  the  following  order:  Matthew,  William,  Thomas,  Robert,  Anne, 
Elizabeth,  Mary.  With  many  this  has  become  the  conventional 
arrangement,  notwithstanding  Savage  reached  the  conclusion  that 
lliiry  was  the  oldest  daughter,  if  not  the  oldest  child,  md  Noah 
Webster  chat  Robert  was  the  eldest  son'.  Hut  for  the  purposes  of 
this  book  we  have  followed  too  list  as  given  by  Goodwin,  except  in 
the  case  of  Robert.  His  name  <ae  have  placed  before  Thorna* 
The  fact  that  Robert's  first  child  was  bom  fifteen  years  before  :be 
iirst  child  of  Thomas,  entirely  ajDart  from  the  question  or  Lti  rela- 
tive a^es  of  Robert  and  Thomas,  is  a  s  ancient  reason  for  the  change. 

Taking  up  the  children  of  Gov.  Webster  according  to  this  ar- 
rangement their  history  Is  as  follows: 

1.  Matthew  Webster,  -;or<  of  Gov.  John  and  Agnes  Webster, 
setib  :  in  Farmlngton,  Conn.,  and  was  the  father  of  two  children  as 
shown  bv  the  rod, ho  records.  Whom  he  married  is  not  known.  He 
was  admitted  s  freeman  by  die  Court  of  Elections  at  Hartford, 
April  10,  lG4o,  which  is  confirmed  by  the  Colonial  records  wh  ch 


also  show   that  he  was  a  freeman  in  thai  year.     D.e  was  returned 
a  freeman  in  Farmington,  October  12.  1669. 

Matthew  Webster  is  not  en  mi       ited  among  the  eight  v-i our  - 
nal  proprietors  of  Farmington  in  1645,  but  the  records  reveal  that 
lie  was  there  in  1630,  and  thence  onward  to  1671,  in  which  vear 
January  1,  1071,  the  following  agreement  was  n  ade,  nameh  : 

"This  present  writing  made  ye  first  of  January,  year  of  our  Lord,  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy  one  between  Matthew  V\  ...;  0f  Far- 
mington on  ye  one  part,  and  Win.  Juud  and  John  Woudruil,  both  of 
«•'"'  «■<■■•'  :-  ■■  ■  tlie  other,  agrees:  WITXESSET'D,  :.  :  v  aforesaid  ttra/ft 
Jolm  bind  yourselves  jointly  and  securely  for  th;  n solves  and  t!i>  :r  as- 
signs to  taktf  unto  your  houses  the  aforesaid  Matthew  Webster  an,!  his 
':j!1  J°*:ri  Vvebstcr  and  to  provide  for  same,  and  to  give  unto  them  from 
tirae  to  turn  and  at  all  times  sufficient  meat,  drink,  and  clothing,  wa  Inns 
and  lodging  according  as  the  condition  of  such  persons  shall  require  at 
your  own  debt  and  charge  during  the  natural  life  of  aforesaid  Matthe-w 
and  his  tun  John." 

J:i  consideration,  fifty  acre-  of  land  "in  ye  great  meadowy5  was 
given.     (Deeds,  Vol.  2,  p.  101.) 

A  deed,  or  writing,  given  by  Matthew  Webster  to  his  father  in 
1660,  recorded  in  n  Book  of  Deeds  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
o!'  State.  Hartford,  furnishes  all  thai  is  known,  vxeer^  the  above. 
oi  the  family  of  Matthew  Webster.  It  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
'"1  the  said  Matthew,  bind  owv  my  land  in  Farmington,  iu  Matthew 
Woodruffs  hands.,  for  the  maiatainance  'of  "my  sou  John,  for  the 
whole  time  of  the  life  of  said  John.  My  daughter,  who  is  with 
Joseph  Easton  of  Hartford,  to  have  six  oonnds  a  \-f_^r  from  the 
rent  cf  the  land  for  a  year  or  two  longer;  and  this  I  do  bind  over 
to  my  father,  Mr.  John  Webster,  to  dispose  of  for  the  a-ood  of  my 
son,  alter  his,  m\   said  fathers,  decease." 

In  the  month  of  May,  1601,  he  sold  land  "hi  ve  Great  Meadow  '-" 
in  Farmington,  to  Anthony  Howken?.  and  in  his  Will,  dared  Feb. 
26,  1673-4,  Howkens  refers  to  -'land  which  I  bought  of  Matthew 
Webster  in  the  great  meadow." 

The  wife  of  Matthew  Webster,  whose  Christian  name  nowhere 
appears,  died  Feb.  11,  1656,  and  he,  -Jul;  16,  1675. 

From  all  of  the  foregoing  it  is  obvious  that  Matthew  Webster 
was  horn  not  lateT  than  1624,  for  he  was  at  least  twenty  one  years 
old  in  1645  when  he  was  made  a  freeman,  and  so  must  have 'been 
born  in  England.  In  1660,  when  he  gave  a  deed  or  writing  to  his 
father.  Mr.  -Tohn  Webster,  for  Vne  care  of  his  two  chi.ldren.~he  was 
a  widower,  and  had  beet)  'or  p  arlj  fear  years.  When  in  £671  : 
gave  security  to  William  Judd  and  Jinui  Woodfuil  for  the  care 
"1  himseii  and  his  so?j  John,  he  does  not  :n-  urion  hi-  daughter 
who  in  the  meantime  may  have  died,  or  married,  and  so  pa 
beyond  too  need  oi  this  provision.

2.  William  vVebster,  of  Had  ley,  Mass.,  another  son  of  Gov. 
John  and  Agnes  Webster,  was  born,  according  to  Farm  ■:.  about 
1617.  He  m.  Feb.  IT.  1670,  Mary  Reeve,  dau.  of  Thomas  fr  - 
•of  Springfield.  They  had  no  child  i  m.  The  chief  inters  :  in  this 
familv  ;  ■;  h?  trial  of  Mrs.  Webster  for  witchcraft.  She  was  not 
required  to  go  a  a  prisoner  to  Boston,  but  her  testimony  was  >en.t 
in  si  iad.  At  a  (  mnty  Court  h;  !d  March  31.  16S5,  at  Northampton, 
Hampshire  Co..  Mas-s.,  the  following  record  was  made:  "Sainll 
Partrigg  was  allowed  psymt  for  drawing  our  Coppys  of  T  sts  to  ho 
sent  to  ye  Bay  in  .Goodwife  Webster's  case  we. in  (wherein)  she 
was  accused  with  familiaritee  with  ye  develi/'     She  was  acquitted. 

A  Hi-story  of  Etadley,  Mass..  published  in  1868,  indulges  in  a 
iov.fr  account  of  this  trial.  That  is  authority  for  the  statement 
that  William  Webster  was  fifty  three  years  of  age  at  the  Jrim«  oi  his 
marriage,  and  she  probably  some  years  younger.  Possibly  -i-  ;; 
sequel  to  the  above  trial  the  following  from  too  Probate  ro  »rd= 
of  Northampton,  Vol.  I.  p.  209,  was  recorded  :

Fined  to  pay  William  Webster  20  shillings  to  safisfy  him  for  charts 
and  expenses,  and  "to  be.  whipt  with  thirteen  lashes  "on  yo  naked  body 
well  laid  on,  or  to  nay"  the  County  4  pounds  which  her  father  agreed  t  \ 
pay. 

Massachusetts  Records,  Vol.  IT,  Part  2,  show  that  William  Web- 
ster was  made  a  freeman  in  Mass.  Bay  Colony,  May  11,  1670,  but 
not  where  lie  belonged.  September  27,  1670.,  at  a  County  Court 
holden  in  Springfield.  Thomas  Mason,  Thomas  Bascomh,  Jr., 
Samuel  Smith  of  Northampton,  with  William  Webster  and  Joseph 
Baldwin,  Jr..  of  Hadiey,  were  admitted  as  freemen  o.t;<1  f  >ok  the 
freeman's  oath.  As  early  however  as  March  31,  1661,  William 
Webster  and  John  Coleman  of  KaJley  took  the  oath  of  fidelity  to 
the  Commonwealth  -it  Northampton.

A  writer  in  the  Hartford  Tim  ?  of  March  13,  1913.  deelai    -  that 
Susannah  Treat  who  m.

The  name  was  earlier  spelled,  Tr<  ti, 
Trot,  etc.  Goodwin  recites  the  Will  of  Richard  I?reat  in  which  a 
bequest  is  mad  i  to  "my  loving  wife  Alls  Treat.*'  showing  that  Mr 
Goodwin  was  aware  of  a  wife  Alice,  but  the  eight  children  are 
given  c^  belonging  to  the  first  .vife,  Joan,  or  Joanna.  Stiles  and 
Gaylord  however  agree  Mutt  Richard  in.  in  England.  April  27, 
161.5,  Alice  rtsu.  of .  Hugh  Gaylord,  and  that  Susannah;  who  ra. 
Lient.  Roberi  vvehst  ■  was  the  daughter  of  Alice  Gaylord  Treat. 

Lieut.  Robert  We!  •;•  r  was  a  man  of  ability  and  served  the  com- 
munity In  many  ways.  Ei\  settled  in  Mid'dierown  and  upon  the 
organization  of  the  town  in  September,  1651.  was  chosen  Recorder. 
Coincident  with- this  was  his  marriage  in  165*2  £-126  his  settlement 
in  Middletown  Coper  Houses  where  four  of  hie:  children  were  Lorn. 
He  rapresented  "Mi  Idletown  in  the  General  Court  from  September 
1653  to  "May  165o;  from  11a*.  b  October.  1650;  in  October  1657, 
and  October  165S,  at  v. Inch  time  he  returned  to  Hartford.  Some 
of  his  activities  will  be  seen,  in  the  following  excerpts  from  various 
public  recor  js.

1669:  In  a  list  of  freemen  "on  ye  South  side  of  Hartford,"  dated 
October,  1669;  appears  the  name  of  Mr.  Robert  Webster. 

1672:  May  Ik  The  Court  oi  Elections  of  Hartford  granted  to  ''Xeiften- 
ant"  Robert  Webster  300  acres  oi'  laud,  provided  he  took  it  up  where 
it  would   not  prejudice  any   former  grant.  .    . 

1673:  fa  October  the  Genera)  Court  sitting  in  Hartford  ordered  a 
survey  of  lands  at  Mattatock  on  the  Mallatoek  (Xaugatuck)  River,  and 
appointed  as  a  Committee  i  ieut.  I'homas  Bull,  Lieut.  Robert  Webster,  and 
Daniel  Pratt. 

1074:  -April  (>,  7  S,  9,  was  the  date  of  a  report  from  tnc-  above  Com- 
mittee on  the  result  of  their  survey,  and  among- other  things  stated  that 
the  place  '•may  accomodate  thirty  families. "  The  Court  afterwards  ap- 
pointed Ma  j.  John  Taicott,  Lieut.  Robert  Webster.  Lieut.  Nicholas  Olm- 
stead,  Ensign  Samuel  Steele,  Ensign  John  Wadsworth,  a  Committee  to 
regulate  and  order  setting  off  a  plantation  at  Mattatuck.  "This  Com- 
mittee," says  a  local  historian  (Waterbury.  by  Bronson,  1S5S)  "\\-,\n  corn- 
posed  of  men  of  note,  who  bore  honorable  names  well  known  :n  the  his t<  rj 
of  \\:»  Colony.*'  Of  Lieut.  Webster  ho.  says,  "He  was  a  respectable  man 
though  not  distinguished  like  his  father.  *  *  *  HI*  cot:  Jonathan  m. 
a  sinter  of  John  Hopkins,  an  early  settler  of  Mattatuck."      (Waierbury.) 

1^75 :  October  1.1,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  ''Leiftenant"  V^' > crt 
Webster  was  appointed  on  a  Committee  to  arrange  certain  defences  of  the 
Towne. 

The  last-named  date  suggests  Xing  Philip's  war.  Jane  20  of 
that  year  the  Indians  had  attacked  Swanzey;  An?:  2,  BrookileM: 
Aug.  25,  Hatfield:  Sen.  I.  Deerfield  and  Hadiey;  Sep.  2.  North- 
field;  Sep.  l,  Capt.  Beers  at  Bloody  Brook;  Oct.  5,  Springfield. 
Clearly  the  savages  were  drawing  near  to  Hartford,  and  Oct.  II, 
as  shown  in  the  above  paragraph.  Lieut,  Robert  Webster  and  others 
were  appointed  a  Committee  of  Safety. 

How  far  he  was  drawn  into  the  conflict  is  not  easily  determined 
now,  but  Savage  says  he  was  "on  service  in  the  war  of  16,5."  This 
is  further  shown  by  the  fact  that  on  the  226  of  May,  1715,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Governor  and  Council  at  Hartford,  the  payment  of 
certain  sums  to  soldiers  whoso  accounts  had  not  previously  teen 
settled  on  account  of  uncertainty  as  to  lea  jh  of  service,  was 
ordered,  and  among  them,  "To  Robert  Webster  of  Hartford.  2 
pounds    b    shiiUrrgsj  and -6  pence." 

Lieut.  Robert  Webster  died  about  May  31,  L676.  He  Mas  buried 
June  3,  1676.     rlis  V.  ill,  dated  May  20*  1876,  was  made  ■.'••  i:t  ten

As  seen  by  the  foregoing  Will,  Susannah  Treat  Webster,  the 
widow,  was  given  sole  charge  of  the  estate,  and  cave  of  the  family. 
Right  well  did  she  perform  her  task.  She  outlived  her  husband 
twenty-nine  years.  A  clause  in  her  own  v. ill  shows  that  the  estate 
which  she  received  was  not  unencumbered,  and  in  recognition  of 
the  co-operation  of  her  children  in  relieving  the  situation,  special 
bequests  were  made.,  '"'which  legacy  or  devise  1  make  tc  them  espe- 
cially in  consideration  of  th<  ;r  prudence,  industry  arid  help  in  pay- 
ing the  debts  of  my  husband,  Robert  Webster,  their  father  above- 
'.•"■.'■  :.  an  ;  saving  the  Estate." 

May  8,  16*4-,  she  was  permitted  by  the  Court  of  Elections,  as 
Executrix   of  "Lieftenant"  Robert  ■  Webster  &  Will  to  sell  certain 
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lands,  pi  >'■  i';    1  she  cook  advice   L  her  two  eldest  sons  and  "::  ipher. 
Hosmore. 

The  foil  iwing  is  of  into  res'  and  should  be  preserved  in  connec- 
tion with  the  history  of  Robert  Webster's  estate. 

1706,  John  Prents,  surveyor  oi  a  t  act  of  land  for  the  heirs  of  Robert 
Webster,  April  2o,  1T06,  says:  "By  virtue  of  a  grant  of .  land  of  300 
acres  unto  Robert  Webster,  of  Hartford,  by  the  Genera!  Assembly,  May 
the  9,  1072,  I  have  laid  out  the  same  in  the  NTipurug  country  on  the 
E.  side  of  Quenabaug  river,  Southeast  from  Woodstock,  as  follows:  Aboul 
five  miles  and  adjoining  to  Richard  Evan's  farm,  J  began  it  on  the 
East  side  of  s  barren  hill  in  sight  of  Richard  Evaa's  house,  at  a  heap 
of  stones  and  ran  nor-nor-west.  There  is  a  highway  allowed  be- 

tween said  Evan's  land  and  Webster  of  two  rods  wide." 

Susannah  Webster  died  in  1705,  probably  late  in  the  summer, 
or  early  in  Hie  autumn,  as  an  inventory  of  ber  estate  made  by  John 
Marsh,  and  John  Marsh,  Jr.,  was  dated  Xov.  19,  17G5.  It  showed 
a  value  of  o"3  pounds,  .'>  shillings,  3  pence.  Seven  years  before  her 
death  she  made  the  following  Will: 

"In  the  Name  of  Cud.  Amen,  the  three  and  twentieth  day  of  January 
in  the  year  oi  Our  Lord  One  Thousand,  Six  Hundred  Ninety  and.  eighth, 
in  the  tenth  Year  of  the  Reigne  of  our  Souverignt  Lord  William  the  thud. 
by  tha  Grace  or' Cod,  King  of  England,  Scotland,  France,-  and  Ireland, 
Defender  of  the  faith-  &.c. 

"I,  Susannah  Webater,  of  the  town  of  Hartford,  widow  (sote  executrix 
to  the  last  will  and  testament  of  my  honored  husband,  Robert  Webster, 
deceased,)  .doe  now  make  and  ordain  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  testa- 
ment: And  touching  the  dist.  of  both  that  estate  of  my  deceased  husband, 
Robert  Webster,  and  of  those-  temporal  goods  and  estate  which  Cod.  hath 
blessed  me  withal,  my  will  is  that  the  same  be -dist.  and  disposed  of  as 
follows: 

"I  give  to  my  five  sens,  Jonathan,  Samuel,  Robert,  Joseph,  and  William 
Webster,  and  to  the  now  surviving  children  of  my  eldest  son,  John  Web- 
ster, deceased  uo-v.it:  John,  Eheuezer,  Jacob,  Daniel,  Sarah,  Ann  and 
Abigail)  the  full  sum  of  £  100  in  current  silver  money  of  New  England 
(being  so  much  as  was  given  me  by  my  good  friend  John  Hull  of  Best  >», 
deed.)  their  several  parts  of  which  sum  is  and  shall  be  reckoned  as  in- 
cluded in  the  land.-  hereinafter  to  them  respectively  assigned,  which  legacy 
or  devise  I  make  to  them  especially  in  consideration  of  their  prudeuee,  in- 
dustry and  help  in  paying  the  debts  of  my  husband  Robert  Webster;  their 
father  above-named,  and  saving  the  •  state. 

Daniel, 
Sarah,  Ana  and  Abigail  Webster,  in  right  of  their  fatl  er,  my  decea;  d 
son  John  Webster,  ai.f  that  eapiiol,  messuage,  tenement,  barn,  outhouses 
and  s  acres  of  land   (being  part  of  the  liom?lot  of  my  dec-eased  husband;.

Nov.  7,  "170."*,  an  agreement  was  signed  by  the  heir.-  of  Mr..  Susannah 
Webster,  confirming  and  approving  the  division  and  settlement  of  the 
said  deceased,  made  by  her  last  will  end  testament,  which  agreement  svas 
sigued  by  the  following,  (all  Websters  except  the  last  name  'wh' ■',  [. 
William  Whiting),  namely,  Sarah,  John.  Ai\i\,  Abigail,  Jonathan,  Samuel 
Robert;,  Joseph,  William.  Minors:  Daniel,  Jacob.  Ebenezer,  By  their  Guar- 
dians, John  Webster,  William  Whiting. 

It  is  robe  observed  that  Susannah  Webster,  in  the  foregoing 
Will,  gave  three  parcels  of  land  of  eight  acres  each,  to  her  sons 
Jonathan  and  Samuel,  ami  the  heirs  of  her  deceased,  son  John,  the 
eldest.  All  three  parcels  arc  now  wholly  within  the  present  limits 
cf  the  city  of  Hartford,  bounded  on  the  south  by  Eetreat  Avenue 
and  on  the  west  bv  Washington  Street.  Two  of  these  tracts  have 
attained  some  historic  and  sentimental  interest  from  the  fact  that 
one  was  the  home  lot  of  Lieut.  Robert  Webster,  on  which  he  built 
his  residence  when  he  returned  from  Middletown  in  ji;"d.  This 
residence  was  a  part  of  the  bequest  to  the  heirs  of  her  eldest  son 
John,  deceased,  and  is  described  as  "all  that  capitol,  messuage,  tene- 
ment, barn,  outhouses,  and  8  acre.-  of  land."'  This  house,  or  at 
least  some  of  the  original,  was  still  standi:';:  in  1900,  and  was 
"known  as  the  Doras  Barnard  house,  so-called  because  it  was  owned 
and  occupied  by  Dorus  Barnard,  eldest  son  of  Capt.  John  Barnard, 
who  deeded  it  to  his  son,  Doras,  in  1304."  *  (See  page  5  in 
this  book.)  ...

On  the  eight  acre  lot  v  hich  was  first  d  'eded  to  Jonathan  W<  faster, 
by  his  mother,  Susannah  Webster,  and  also  eon  finned  to  him  in 
her  Will,  and  which  is  described  as  a  pad  of  Iter  home  lot,  "as  be 
now  hath  i:  fenced  in  and  improved,  with  his  dwelling  house,  barn, 
outhouses;''"  bounded  northerly  by  James  Steele,  Sr.,  easterh  by 
Samuel  Webster,  southerly  by  heirs  of  her  son  John,  deceased,  and 
westerly  on  a  highway/"  stood,  in  1900,  a  house  "'known  as  the 
Grove  Barnard  house.— so  named  because  owned  and  occupied  by 
Grove  Barnard,  second  son  of  Capt.  John  Barnard  by  whom  it  was 
deeded  in  180-t. 

The  third  eight-acre  tract  was  given  by  the  above  Will  to  Samuel 
Webster,  another  son.  On  it  stood  an  ancient  house  known  as  the 
Capt.  John  Barnard  bouse,  who  cam-1  into  its  possession  in  1765, 
in  the  following  manner:  Samuel  Webster,  having  no  children, 
by  Will  left  his  dw  lling  house  ana  homestead  to  Matthew  and 
Medad,  the  two  oldest  sons  of  his  nephew,  Ebenezer  Webster,  de- 
ceased, after  the  decease,  of  Samuel  Webster's  wife.  For  £60, 
Medad  Webster  quit  claimed  his  title  to  one-half  acre  of  this  land 
to  his  brother  Matthew,  which  in.clud.ed  "jar!  of  the  messuage  or 
home  lot  lately  belonging  ro  Sa1  me!  Webster,  deceased,  with  man- 
sion house,  barn,  and  other  buildings  thereon  erected." 

October  8,  1762,  Matthew  Webster  sold  to  Jonathan  Bigeiow,  an 
acre  and- three  rods  which  included  the  above,  and  October  29, 
1765,  Jonathan  Bigeiow  sold  the  same  to  John  Barnard,  Jr.,  who 
was  Capf.  John  Barnard  of  Indian  and  Revolutionary  war  serv- 
ice. Capt.  Barnard  occupied  this  properly  until  1813,  when  it 
passed  by  his  bequest  to  his  son  John,  who  was  born  in  the  house 
Oct  1.  1175,  and  later  from  his  son  John  to  Cecelia  and  Lavinia 
Barnard,  daughters  of  John,  and  then  by  their  Joint  Will  to  the 
children  of  their  sister,  Airs.  Delia  Cone,  the-  children  being  ^i:^. 
Ella  B.  Pratt  and  John  Barnard  Cone,  the  latter  holding  the  pari 
on  winch  stands  the  house  of  Capt.  John  Barnard.     {See  picture.) 

Thus  in  the  case  of  the  Samuel  Webster  messuage  the  title  for 
more  than  two  centuries  and  a  half  has  been  in  two  families  only, 
namely,  descendants  of  Lieut.  Robe  t  Webster  until  October  8.  1762, 
and  the  Bar:;:'-:  famir,  until  1898,  when  the  lot  was  sold,  the 
oid  house  .removed,  and  "The  -Church  Home,'*"  1  '  '■  Retreat  Avenue 
was  built  upon  ihe  spot.  We  have  inserted  a  picture  of  ;^ic  old 
house.  It  was  said  .to  contain  inn  her  from  the  old  First  Church. 
The  willow  tree   in    front   was    rai    d    from    a    slip   brou";      from 
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Xapoleon7?  jravj  tt t  St.  Helena.  Possibly  some  of  the  original 
bouse    ,r:  Samuel  Webster  was  also  s  part  of  the  structure.

One  of  the  schools  estab- 
lished in  17ol  in  what  is  now  Manchester,  was  located  near  Ezekiel 
Webster's   in  the   Five  Miles,  then  a  part  of   Hartford. 

Ezekiel  Webster  wps  appointed  guardian  of  Jerusha  Sparks  a  minor 
aged  about  .1:5  years,  Feb.  11,  1752,  and  Anna  Sparks,  a  minor  six  years 
old,  May.  11,  following,  both  daughters  of  John  Sparks,  kit?  of  Glaston- 
bury, deceased,  and  Aug.  7.  17^:>  he  exhibited  in  Court  an  inventory  of 
the  estate  of   Susannah   Sparks,   late   of  Hartford,   deceased. 

Cap.  Ezekiel  Webster  was  killed  by  an  Indian.  Tradition  in  various 
branches  of  the  family  says  in  the  French  and  Indian  War.  He  died 
July  3,  1756.  Mr.  ,Mm  G.  Fitch  of  Olmstead,  Ohio,  writing  under  date 
ox  Jan.  31,  3SS7,  says:  "Thaddeus  Fitch  m.  Xov.  27,  1733,  at  Nort'i 
Bolton,  Ct.,  now  Vernon.  Rebecca  Webster,  dau.  of  Eii'ian.  Her  Errand- 
father,  Ezekiel  Webster,  was  killed  by  the  Indians  near  Syracuse    V    YM 

Scribner'a  History  of  the  United  States,  Vol.  Ill,  p.  200,  recites  "On 
toe  3d  o«  July,  when  Col.  Bradstreet,  who  had  been  charged  with  the 
conduct  of  a  convoy  of  provisions  and  stores  down  the  Ononda  m  to 
Oswego,  was  returning  to  Schenectady,  he  was  suddenly  attacked  about 
ten  miles  from  Oswego,  and  had  a  sharp  skirmish  with"  a  body  of  i  ma- 
dians  and  Indians,"  etc.  On  the  8th  of  the  previous  September  the  b;  ttle 
of  Lake  George  had  been  fought,  war  had  been  declared  by  the  English,  Mav 
17,  175S,  and  by  the  French,  June  S,  following.  The  coincidence  of  time  sr.d 
circumstance  gives   confirmation   to   the   tradition. 

Stephen  Webster,  a  younger  brother,  sixteen  years  the  junior  of  Ezekiel 
named  one  of  his  ,ons  in  honor  of  Cap.  Ezekiel,  ids  brother,  ind  ^ 
his  later  life  told  of  this  older  brother  "of  light  curled  hair  and  immense 
build  a-,d  strength,"  who  was  killed  at  Quebec,  the  place,  no  doubt  an 
error.

In  the  latter 
part  of  June  the  Rejrt  marched  to  New  York  and  encamped  at  Harlem, 
and  a  small  detachment  guarded  stock  on  Long  Island  during  the  Sum- 
mer. About  Sept.  2S,  the  Regt.  marched  to  the  Northern  department, 
Gen'l  .Schuyler's,  and  took  part  in  operations  along  Lakes  George  and 
Champlain.  It  assisted  in  the  reduction  of  St.  Johns  in  Oct.  and  after- 
wards was  stationed  in  part  at  Montreal.  There  is  nothing  to  show  on 
the  record  whether  the  3d  Co.  served  with  the  Regt.  at  all.

Thai  our  form  of  Federal  government  is  the  product  of 
in  I  alone;  that  his  "Dissertation  on  the  Political  [Jnion  and 
Constitution  of  the  Thi  teen  United  States  of  North  America/'3 
written  Feb.  16,  l7Sf»,  and  published  that  year,  was  the  common 
source  from  which  came  the  foui  "plans"  presented  to  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  four  years  later,  known  as  "the  Virginia 
plan,"  "the  Charles  Pinckney  plan/3  *"'t lie  Connecticut  plan,"  "the 
Alexander  Hamilton  plan:"'  and  that  the  Constitution.  •  Onalh 
written  and  adopted,  embodied  his  ideals  largely  unchanged  and 
with  few  rejected;  that  the  greatest  of  modern  governments  sprang 
iuto  lite,  full-orbed  from  his  clear  and  mighty  brain.  If  later,  the 
Hon.  Daniel  Webster  was  the  most  illustrious  expander  of  the 
Constitution,  it  should  be  remembered  that  Hon.  Peiatiah  Webster, 
an  earlier  native  and  product  of  New  England,  was  i>~s  intellectual 
creator.  Quo  ha?  fittingly  said  of  the  three  great  Webstera ;  "Noah, 
Daniel  and  Peiatiah.  but  the  greatest  of  these  is  Peiatiah."  If  our 
of  the  obscurity  which  has  shrouded  his  memory  for  more  than  a 
hundred  years  should  come  at  lasr  a  just  estimate,  it  might  go  far 
toward  establishing  the  above  comparison. 

Space  cannot  be  given  for  the  entire  Memorial  which  is  Docu- 
ment Xu.  161  oi  the  .Senate,  presented  by  Mr.  Carter.  Maj  ±, 
1908,  and  may  be  had  upon  application  to  Senators  or  Representa- 
tives, but  certain  extracts  follow: 

"Peiatiah  Webster  needs  the  admissions  neither  of  Madison  nor  Ban- 
croft to  establish  his  title  to  the  authorship  of  the  'wholly  novel  theory5 
now  embodied  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  because  that 
title  rests  upon  contemporary  documentary  evidence  as  clear  and  con- 
vincing as  that  upon  which  rests  Jefferson's  title  to  the  authorship  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence.  If  that  be  true,  then  he  has  made 
a  larger  personal  contribution  to  the  science  of  government  than  rv.y 
other  one  individual  in  the  history  of  mankind.  Among  our  nation 
builders  he  stand-   second   to  Washington   alone. 

"And  yet  among  them  .til  he  only"  lias  been  neglected  and  forgotten  by 
his  countrymen,  not  through  any.  conscious  amission,  but  because  of  a 
careless  historical  scholarship  which  has  failed  to  present  his  great 
achievement  in  its  true  light.  That  conviction  has  impelled  the  under- 
signed—who has  devoted  more  than  thirty  years  to  the  special  study  of 
the  origin  and  growth  or  our  constitutional  systems,  State  and  Federal  — 
to  present  to  the  Congress  herein,  very  briefly,  the  historical  data  upon 
which  "feiatiiui  Webster's  right  to  immortality  di  pends.  He  it  was  who 
first  suggested  the  separate  existence  of  the  two  Houses  of  Congress, 
when,  in  17S3,  he  said,  'Chat  the  Congress  skull  consist  of  tico  Chambers, 
an  Upper  and  Lower  House,  or  Senate  and  Commons,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  both  necessary  to  every  act:  and  that  every  State  send  one  or 
more  delegates  to  each  House:  this  will  subject  every  act  to  two  discus- 
sion^ before  two  distinct  chambers  of  men  equally  qualified  for  the  debate, 
equally   masters  of   the  subject,  and  of  equal  authority   in   the  decision-' 
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(Tiio  italics  in  all  the  quotations  from   Pelatiah  Webster's- paper  an    ! .!•• 
own.) 

"Prior  to  that  utterance  no  Federal  Assembly,  ancient  or  modern  ha  i 
ever  consisted  of  two  chambers;  do  one  iiad  ever  suggested  such  an 'idea. 
It  after  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  fact?  the  Congress  shall  deem 
the  architect  of  our  Federal  Constitution  unwortM  of  a  monument  the 
undersigned  prays  in  his  behalf  that  this  humble  memorial  mav  he 
embodied  in  its  records  so  that  succeeding  generations  may  determine 
for  themselves  whether  or  no  his  work  lias  been  justly   judged."

The  following  is  a  partial  account  of  the  persona!  suffer  in? 
which  he  endured  in  the  struggle  for  American  Independence. 

"In  the  Spring  of  1777  Mr.  Webster's  connections  in  trade  were  again 
disastrously  affected,   not   only  by  loss  of  property,   but   also   for   a    tirae 
loss  of  personal  freedom.     Ravin-  loaded  a  vessel  of  his  own  with  a  cargo 
of  flour  and  iron  he  sailed  for  Boston  and,  on  April  6th,  was  unfortunately 
taken   on   the   passage   by   the   English    frigate   Orpheus    and    carn^'into 
Rhode   Island,   where   he   writes,     after   one    month's    imprisonment    I  was 
released  on  exchange,  having  lost  my  whole  vessel  and  cargo  to  the  amount 
of  about  2000  pounds  hard  money  for  which    [   had  not  the  least  compen- 
sation.'    Upon   his   release  from   prison   in   Rhode   Island    be   immediate!" 
returned    to   Philadelphia   and    remained    in    the   Citv   when   it    was    take* 
Sept.  20th,  1777,  by   the  British.     Among  other  reasons  for  so  remi-nim> 
he  had  a  child  sick  with  the  small-pox,   who  could  not  be  removed;    hut' 
he  writes  T  did  not  enjoy  the  least  friendly  or  confidential  interviews  with 
the  British  troops,'     Tor  three  months  mv   time  was  spenl    in  visitiu*  V  « 
American  prisoners  in  the  gaols  of  Philadelphia  and  in  nroeuring  for  and 
carrymg  to   their   relief   such   food   and    clothing   is   I   could    collect,  "at   a 
time  when   their  distresses  were   beyond   all   description,   and    when   it  wa« 
deemed  a  crime  to  show  compassion   to   them.     On    Feb.   Qth,   177S.   I   was 
taken  out  of  my  bed  at  11  o'clock  at  night  by  order  of  General  Howe  and 
committed  to  gaol.     I   was  under  great  apprehension  that  mv  daughters- 
one   a   little   under,   one  a   little  over   twenty   years   of   age— would" -o  out 
ot  their  senses  with  their  fright  and  their   unprotected   condition      I   suf- 
fered a  most  severe  confinement  and  my  property  to  a  large  amount  was 
seized  and  conveyed  into  the  King's  stores.     I  could  not  obtain  any  know!- 
edge  of  the  causes  for  these  acts:  the  presumption  generally  admitted  was 
that   my  constant    and   careful   attention   on    the    American"  prisoners    was 
thought  to  imply  too  strong  an  attachment  to  Americans  to  be  compatible 
with  the  duty  or  protection  of  a   British  subject." 

After  the  evacuation  of  the  city  1773— June  15th.— Mr.  Webster  recov- 
ered liberty  and  a  part  of  his  property,  but  sustained  a  loss  of  500  pounds 
hard  money. 

A  writer  in  the  Philadelphia  Public  Ledger,  under  date  of  April 
5,  1908,  makes  the  following  contribution  to  the  history  of  tWa  re- 
markable man  : 

"It  appears   that   some  time  before   the  Revolution,   perhaps   about    the 
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year  177".  Webster  succeeded  David  James  Pove  as  English  teacher  in 
the  GermantoNVn  Academy.  Dove  it  -seems;  became  disgruutl  !  with  the 
management  of  the  Germantown  school  and  left,  but  lie  did  not  succeed 
very  well  wit!-,  his  schoolj  which  was  established  near  tin'  academy.  Web- 
ster followed  him,  but  how  long  ho  remained  at  the  Germantown  institu- 
tion I  do  not  know—  -probably  only  for  a  few  years,  since  he  i->  known  to 
have  been  in  business  in  this  city  about  the  time  of  the  Revolution. 

••The  other  fact,  which  1  accidentally  unearthed,  was  the  burial  •>;"  bis 
wife.  I  do  not  remember  to  have  seen  .stated  anywhere  that  Webster  was 
married,  but  it  seems  that  he  was.  In  the  list  of  persons  buried  in  the 
several  churchyards  in  thecity  and  Liberties  from  August  1  t"  November 
9,  17'.'3,  under  the  caption  •'Second  Presbyterian"  appears  the  name  of 
"Rebecca,  wife'  of  Pelatiali  Webster."  The  date  is  not  given,  consequently 
it  is  nut  known  whether  Mrs.  Webster  was  one  of  the  4000  victims  of  the 
yellow  fever  oi  not.  The  fever  did  not  rage  during  the  whole  of  that 
period,  and  it  was  toward  the  end  of  August  when  it  burst  in  its  fury. 
It  was  very  violent  and  secured  many  victims  on  Water  street,  and  Web- 
ster, a^  is  known,  lived  on  thai  thoroughfare  below  Chestnut  street." 

Nov.  11,  1793,  Pelatiali  Webster  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  merchant, 
made  his  Will,  which  was  probated  Sep.  9,  1795.  The  following  are  its 
bequests : 

To  my  granddaughter,  Alitheia  Sparhawk,  daughter  of  my  late  daughter. 
Alitheia,  wife  of  Doct.  John  Sparhawk,  lots  on  1th  Street,  between  Chest- 
nut and  Walnut  Streets. 

To  my  grandson,  Pelatiah  Perit,  son  of  my  late  daughter.  Sophia,  wife 
of  Thaddeus  Perit  of  the  City  of  Xew  Haven,  Lt..  Merchant,  land  in  New 
Haven  that  J  bought  of  Jared  Ingersoll,  Esq. 

To  my  two  grandsons,  John  Webster  Perit  and  Pelatiah  Tent,  son;  of 
my  son-in-law,  John  Perit,  and  my  daughter  Ruth,  his  wife,  my  stock 
in  the  Company  of  Webster,   Adgate   and  White. 

To  my  granddaughter,  Rebecca  Hunt  Perit, — devised  to  Maria  Perit. 
Sly  two  granddaughters,  Rebecca  Hunt  Perit  and  Maria  Peril. 

To  such  children  of  n;y  son-in-law,  Perit.  and  my  daughter  Ruth  his 
wife,  as  shall  be  living  at  my  death,  a  tract  of  land  in  Luzern  County, 
lying  on  the  water.-  cf  Wyalusing  and  Meschoping  Creek,  containing  about 
12,500  acres,  which  I  bought  of  Samuel   Wallis. 

All  ray  grandchildren,  who  are  the  above  legatees,  are  infants  under 
lawful   age.

Pelatiah  Webster  and  bis  son-in-iav.  John  Peril,  were  buried  in 
the  Arch  Street  Cemetery,  Philadelphia,  one  of,  if  not  the  oldest 
cemeteries  in  the  city.  It  was  subsequently  abandoned,  and  the 
land  condemned  for  business  purposes.  A  section  in  Mount  Ver- 
non Cemetery,  opposite  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery  was  bought  for  the 
reinterment  of  removed  bodies.  The  remains  of  Mr.  Webster  and 
Mr.  Perit  were  accordingly  taken  from  Arch  street  to  Mount  Ver- 
non and  placed,  side  by  side.  A  stone  slab  covers  their  graves,  but 
the  slab  was  erected  for  Mr.  Pent  and  reads:  '"Sacred  to  the  mem- 
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on  of  John  Perit,  late  of  Xorwich,  in  Connecticut,  who  cl  pi 
this  lift-,  Jan.  12th.  1793,  ag  cl  56  years."     Webster  has  no  tomb- 
stone and  his  resting  place  is  fixed  by  this  slab  only.     The  grave 
i.s  located  near  the  center  of  the  northwest  section  which  was  pur- 
ch  i  ed  by  the  trustees  of  the  old  Ai  *h  Street  Cem<  tery. 

Dates  of  death  have  not  been  obtained  of  either  wife,  and  his 
death  occurred  not  long  prior  to  the  probating  of  his  Will,  S<  p. 
9,  1795.  Descendants  claim  that  there  is  no  picture  of  J  ion.  IV- 
latiah  Webster  extant.

Mrs.  Mary  J;, -it-  Bard,  a  granddaughter,  says,  'My  grandfather  Benajah 
Webster,  was  busily  engaged  in  his  grist  rail!  when  he  was  taken  prisoner 
and  carried  to  Quebec.  They  burned  his  house,  killed  his  pigs,  and  ravaged 
the  premises.  His  wife  and  a  neighbor  in  similar  condition  iled  bv  boat 
to  Whitehall,  17.  Y.,  Mrs.  Webster  rowing  the  boat.  Re  built  the  first 
brick  house  una  shop  in  Yergeunes,  Vt  ,  and  in  1900  if  was  still  standing 
at  the  corner  of  Water  Street,  owned  by  Dr.  Willard."

Walbridge's  Co..  late  of  Staf- 
ford; Col.  Chas.  Webb's  Reg..  Conn.  Line.  Continental  establishment,  in 
May,  1777.  to  date  from  Feb.  1777,  as  a  private  for  three  years.  Joined. 
his  Co.  and  Reg.  in  the  spring  of  1777  at  Stamford,  Ct.,  Lt.-Col.  Isaac 
Sherman  then  having  command  of  the  Reg.;  was  the  2d  in  the  line,  and 
soon  marched  to  White  Plains,  thence  to  Penn.  Was  in  several  hard  skir- 
mishes, and  al-o  in  the  battle  of  Monmouth.  Served  three  years  without 
furlough,  or  absence.  Was  discharged  at  Morristown.  X.  J.,  ab.  Feb.  i. 
1780.  Sent  his  discharge  for  arrears  of  pay  and  lost  it.  Is  58  years  oid 
and  has  a  deranged  wife  56  years  old  and  a  weakly  child. 

.Tune  26,  1S20,  he  applies  for  restoration  alleging  a  service,  in  3  770  of 
se\en  months  in  Cap.  Pease's  Co.  of  Col.  Wolcott's  Reg.,  Conn.  line,  at 
Ft.  Trumbull,  in  addition  to  service  formerly  alleged:  also  that  he  was  in 
the  battle  of  Chestnut  Iliil  in  1777.  and  that  in  the  battle  of  Monmouth 
he  was  in  a  detachment  of  4U  of  whom  17  wore  killed. 

A  pension  seems  to  have  been  obtained  with  seine  difficulty  on  the 
apparent  ground  that  he  had  reduced  his  property  by  distribution  among 
his  children  to  a  point  which  would  permit  it.  Hence  he  petitioned  Con- 
gress, Hon  Alvin  Willey  certifying  his  good  character.  A  certificate  was 
rinally  re-issued  at  $8  per  month.

4.  Amos  Webster,  date  of  birth  illegible  in  the  Stafford,  Conn., 
records.  The  real  estate  records  of  Stafford  make  clear  the  iden- 
tity of  this  son  of  Joseph  Webster,  as  note:

Webster  of  said  Stafford,"  land  in  the  S.  W.  part  oi  town.  Witness,  Mary

place.  March  1-:,  17S1,  He  sells  the  land  to  Alex.  Glass  of  Stafford.  Nathan 
and  Betsy  A-ldrioh,  witnesses.

October  1-1,  17S5,  he  purchased  a  farm  in  Pittsiord,  Rutland  Co,  Vt.r 
on  which  he  lived  several  years,  and  owned  the  entire  plot  of  land  on 
which  the  village  of  Pittsford  now  stands,  and  built  the  second  house  in 
said  village,  lie  was  a  strong,  ambitious  man  of  high  character,  an 
excellent  citizen  ami  neighbor.  He  was  supposed  to  Le  a  brother  of  Nathan 
Webster  vvdio  came  from  Burlington,  Vt.,  and  Nov.  7,  17S5,  also  purchased 
a  large  tract  in  Pittsford.  The  Town  Clerk,  1007,  wrute  that  he  had 
searched  the  entire  records  and  found  that  they  were  residents  of  Pitts- 
ford  from  1784  to  17  88,  when  they  sold  their  property  and  departed. 
There  is  no  record  of  any  birth,  marriage  or  death  in  their  families,  and 
no  Webster  nam"  has  since  been  on  the  books.

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Cat!  arine  his  wife  of  Madison,  X.  Y..  was  to  Nathan  Webster  and 
his  wife  Fiiai ieth.  Another  deed  given  at  Pomfret,  Chautauqua 
Co..  X.  Y..  Doc.  17,  1825,  suggests  that  lie  had  a  second  mar.  It 
is  signed,  "  Elizabeth." 

His  parentage  is  clearly  shown  by  a  deed  given  July  3,  1779,  by 
Joseph  Webster  of  Stafford,  Ct.,  to  "My  son  Nathan  Webster  of 
Stafford/'  -May  20,  1783,  he  buys  of  Samuel  Kent,  both  of  Staf- 
ford, land  in  the  West  Society.  June  5,  1786,  Timothy  Torry  of 
Hartford  sold  to  Nathan  Webster,  "late  of  Stafford  but  now  of 
Vermont,"  bounded  by  heirs  of  the  late  Elijah  Russell. 

He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  Jan.  f>.  1S25,  he  (writing 
a  fair  hand)  made  application  for  a  pension,  from  Fredonia,  Chautauqua 
Co.,  X.  Y.  Say?  he  enlisted  when  ab.  17  years  of  age  at  Stafford,  Ct.,  Apr. 
21,  1777.  into  service  of  U.  S.,  in  Cap.  Amos  Walbridge's  Co..  Col.  Charles 
"Web's"  Reg.,  Gen.  Huntington's  Brigade.  Joined  his  Co.  at  once  and 
served  till  ab.  Dec.  7.  17  77  when  he  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  White 
Marsh,  near  Schuylkill,  Pa.,  in  left  arm,  by  a  musket  ball  which  passed 
through  his  arm  at  the  elbow  joint  and  shattered  the  bone  in  such  manner 
that  he  has  never  recovered  the  use  of  his  arm.  Remained  with  the  arm;, 
in  a  wounded  and  helpless  condition  until  the  25th  of  Deo,  when  he  with 
others,  whose  term-  of  service  would  expire  on  the  last  day  of  the  month, 
was  discharged  and  sent  home.  He  returned  to  his  father's  at  Stafford, 
with  whom  he  resided  until  he  was  ab.  24   years  old. 

His  father  was  a  shoemaker,  and  Xathan  rendered  him  some  assistance 
in  hi-;  shop.  By  fastening  the  wrist  of  his  wounded  arm  to  his  thigh,  and 
"using  the  strength  of  his  thigh  to  pull  the  thread,"  he  could  do  some 
light  work  himself. 

When  he  was  about  24  he  married  and  removed  to  Pittsford  Rutland 
Co.,  Vt..  where  he  kept  a  small  tavern  in  a  new  country  for  ab.  four  years. 
He  then  formed  a  connection  with  a  brother  of  his  in  a  small  country 
store.  Carried  on  that  business  about  three  years  and  then  failed  and  they 
became  poor. 

He  then  went  to  St.  Johns,  Lowei  Canada,  and  kept  a  tavern  about 
eleven  months,  when  he  removed  to  Vergenrtes,  Addison  Co.,  Yt.,  and  sup- 
ported himself  till  1S09  by  coarse  shoe  making  and  cobbling.  1795,  Jan.

Washington  Co.,  X.  Y..  where  he  resided  ab.  two 
years:  thence  to  Madison,  Madison  Co.,  X.  Y.,  supporting  himself  for  four 
years  ly  cobbling  am!  such  other  work  as  his  poverty  compelled  him  to  do. 

Thence  he  removed,  to  Imeipsto.vn,  Ontario  Co.,  X.  Y.,  remaining  four 
years,  and  thence  te  Fredonia,  Chautauqua  Co..  X.  Y.,  where  he  resided 
about  five  years,  his  poverty,  lameness  and  misfortunes  following  him. 

Two  physicians  certified  t>>  his  disability  by  reason  of  a  gun-shol  wound 
which  bad  caused  a  shortening  of  the  os  lurmeri,  and  partial  anchylosis. 

Jan.  6,  1825,  Elijah  Webster,  in  a  fair  hand,  of  Fredonia,  X.  Y..  certifies 
that  he  is  the  son  of  Xathan  Webster,  aged  ab.  40,  and  has  a  family  of 
hia  own  to  support. 

Feb.  14,  1825,  Xathaniel  Cushman  of  Hancock,  Addison  Co.,  Vt.,  certi 
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6es  that  he  was  a  soldier  oi  the  saim  Co.  oi  Nathan  Webster,  and  in  detail 
corroborates  Webster's  allegations  as  to  service,  wounding,  etc. 

Feb.  11,  1S25,  Isaac  Pinney  of  Royalton,  Windsor  Co.,  Yi..  certifies  the 
same  as  Cushman,  preceding. 

He  was  pensii  ued  at  SS  per  mi  nth. 

July  ::2,  1333,  he  asked  the  transfer  cf  hi*  pension  to  the  Pittsburgh 
Agency  as  tie  had  removed  to  Huron  Co.,  0.  (Perhaps  Xorwalk  or  Milan.) 
But  on  the  loth  of  December,  1834,  he  requests  its  re-transfer  to  the  New 
York  City  Agency,  as,  on  account  of  fever  and  ague,  he  has  been  compelled 
U>  return  to  N-.w   York  state  to  live  with  his  <  hildren. 

April  :'..  1S35,  he  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Pension  Office,  dated  Sardinia, 
Erie  Co..

Isaac  Webster  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  Jan.  11,  1810, 
he  applied  for  a  pension.  Wrote  in  a  good  hand,  was  04  years  old,  and 
resided  ac  Bennington,  Yt.  Declared  that  he  eniisted  with  Coi.  Seth  War- 
ner, and  went  into  Canada;  was  in  the  taking  of  St.  Johns.  Chamblee 
Montreal,  and   Sc-rrel. 

Aftei  this  campaign  was  ended,  and  in  I77G,  he  engaged  with  Col. 
Heoian   Swift,   and  served  a  number   of  months,  and   in  March,    1777.   he 
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enlisted  in  Col.  Seth  Warner's  Regt.  of  Continental  troops,  in  Cap.  Walt 
Hopkins'  Co.  for  the  term  of  three  year.*  and  faithfully  served  out  the 
whole  time.  Was  in  the  battle  of  Huberston;  \v:is  severely  wounded,  and 
had  his  arm  broken  by  two  musket  balls,  which  disabled  him  foi  service 
foi  several  months.  By  leave  of  his  Col.  he  returned  to  his  friends  and 
hired  a  physician,  a. id  after  his  arm  was  In  some  degree  restored,  joined 
his  Regt.  and  was  in  the  battle  of  Bennington,  and  at  the  taking  of  Bur- 
goyne  a1  Saratoga.  He  continued  to  serve  with  his  Regt.  till  the  summer 
of  1770.  when  the  Regt.  was  ordered  to  Fort  George,  where  he  was  taker. 
by  the  Indians  and  carried  to  Canada.  After  a  few  months,  not  being 
redeemed,  he  made  his  escape  through  the  wilderness.  It  was  19  days 
before  he  arrived  at  the  American  Settlements,  and  "six  long  days  "with- 
out any  provisions."  On  his  return  home  lie  rejoined  his  Regt.,  and  served 
out  his  throe  years,  and  in  March,  17S0,  was  legally  discharged  by  Col. 
Seth  Warner,  in  writing,  but  said  writing  was  lost.  In  the  year  179S. 
.or  thereabouts,  he  was  placed  on  the  pension  list  at  S30  per  year,  and 
by  a  late  Act  has  been  raised  to  $4S  per  year.  lie  makes  this  application 
to  obtain  the  pension  of  $96  per  year. 

Jacob  SafFord,  an  officer  of  Col.  Warner's  Regt..  confirms  Webster's  state- 
ment in  regard  to  his  two  services  in  Warner's  Regt.,  also  stating  that 
Webster  was  in  the  retreat  from  Tieonderoga.  He  spells  the  place  where 
the  battle  was  fought,  "Hubbortou." 

Jonathan  Robinson,  a  neighbor,  also  corroborates  Webster's  statements 
in  regard  to  his  service,  and  says  that  after  he  was  wounded  at  Hubbor- 
tou he  retreated  to  Bennington  and  employed  a  surgeon,  whom  he  himself 
paid  between  S40  and  $50,  and  hoarded  himself,  and  "as  soon  as  he  was 
aM;i  to  bear  arms  he. was  in  the  battle  of  Bennington,  although  net  able 
to  carry  a  gun."  On  his  return  to  Bennington  ''he  married  an  amiable 
but  very  feeble  wife,  who  for  35  years  has  been  very  sickly  "  He  has  a 
"considerable''  large  family  of  girls;  his  only  son,  en  whom  he  leaned 
for  support  in  his  old  age,  he  has  buried.  He  lias  been  unfortunate  in 
being  bail,  which  has  subjected  him  to  considerable  loss.

Philol  igos  Webster  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  (His  name 
appears  as  Philo — an  abbreviated  form  of  Philologos).  Fie  served  in  Cap't 
As<*  Bray's  Co.  lie  arrived  in  camp  April  3  and  was  discharged  May  15, 
1777.  His  nam.'  appears  on  the  payroll  of  the  company,  May  10.  1777. 
He  served  one  month  and  twenty-two  days.  On  his  monument  in  Green- 
lawn  Cemetery,  neai  Columbus.  Ohio,  appear  the  words:  "Philologos  Web- 
ster, member  Connecticut  Militia,  Col.  Hooker's  Reg't,  Cap't  Asa  Bray's  Co. 
of  the  Colonial  Army." 

Philologos  Webster's  name  appears  quite  frequently  on  the  records  of 
deeds  of  the  towns  of  Southington.  Bristol  and  Simsbury,  Ct.,  from  1780 
to  IS 12.

Charles  R.  Webster  had  some  part  in  the  Revolutionary  War  a?  shown 
by  the  following.  In  the  year  181S,  at  Albany,  X.  Y.,  lie  certified  that  he 
was  a  printer;  that  in  177S  and  ITT'./',  he  lived  in  Hartford,  Ct.,  and  was  a 
member  of  an  artillery  company,  raised  in  Hartford.  Capt.  Samuel  Mat- 
tock. This  company  performed  guard  duty  to  Gen.  George  Washington 
and  French  officers  at  Hartford  and  Wethersneld  when  the  interview  took 
place  prior  to  Arnold's  treason.  Was  one  of  the  firm  (ISIS)  keeping  a 
boo':  store   in   Albany. 

When  the  militia  of  Conn,  was  called  out  in  1781,  Charles  R.  Webster, 
then  10  years  of  age,  became  one  of  the  members  of  Capt.  Hezekiah  Wyilys' 
Co..  and  vent  with  the  Co.  to  Xew  Haven,  Ct.,  where  he  served  for  15 
days. 

Charles  R.  Webster  was  known  as  the  Father  of  Printing  at  Albany,  X. 
Y.,  where  he  and  his  twin  brother  George  Webster  carried  on  the  Printing 
and  Book  Publishing  Business  for  many  years,  having  associated  with  them 
for  a  large  part  of  the  time,  three  of  the  sons  of  their  sister,  viz:  Elisha 
W..  Hezekiah  and  Daniel  Skinner. 

The  father  of  Charts  R.  be  ame  surety  for  a  stranger,  an  Englishman, 
and  was  compelled  to  make  good  the  amount  of  his  endorsements,  by  which 
means  he  lost  all  his  property,  being  compelled  to  sell  even  his  cow,  and 
Charles  f>.  then  at  the  age  oi  seven,  was  apprenticed  to  Hudson  and  Good- 
rich, printers  of  the  Connecticut  Courant,  at  Hartford,  Ct.,  to  remain  until 
he  should  be  21  years  of  age. 

In  1782,  he  removed  to  Albany  and  entered  into  partnership  with  Solo- 
mon Baientine,  whose  printing  material  (as  Webster  often  said)  consisted 
of  as  many  types  as  a  fquaw  could  carry  in  her  bag.  He  at  once  estab- 
lished  a  printing  office   at  Albany,   it  being  the  first   one  started   on  the 
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Hudson  higher  up  than  Ftehkill.  As  Bnlentine  was  not  a  congenial  part- 
ner, Webster  separated  from  him  in  I7S3  and  went  to  New  York  City, 
before  the  city  was  evacuated  by  the  British,  where  be  commenced  tbe  pub- 
lication of  tli*  New  York  Gazette,  but  after  the  close  of  the  war,  Balentine 
having  left  Albany,  and  Webster's  friends  there  urging  bis  return,  he  again 
established  himself  in  Albany.  Soon  after,  his  twin  brother  George  united 
with  him  in  the  business,  and  not  long  after  that,  the  throe  nephews, 
(Skinners)  above  named,  \v<  re  taken  into  the  partnership. 

In  17M,  the  firm  issued  the  first  number  of  the  Albany  Gazette,  which 
paper  continued  its  existence  to  1S45,  when  it  was  the  oldest  paper  iii  the 
State.  Id  Nov.  of  the  sam«  year  they  published  the  Webster  Calendar  or 
Albany  Almanac,  which  has  since  been  annualh  issued,  and  about  the  same 
time  they  published  the  New  England  Primer.  In  17SS  they  published  the 
Albany  Journal,  or  Montgomery,  Washington  and  Columbia  Intelligencer. 
They  also  published  the  first  Albany  Directory,  which  was  for  the  year  1813. 

When  he  first  -.vert  to  Albany  the  Yankees  were  not  generally  liked  by  the 
old  Dutch  and  other  residents  of  that  place  but  Webster  at  once  became 
quite  popular,  and  was  ever  after  prominent  in  almost  every  business  and 
benevolent  enterprise  or  that  city.  He  was  one  of  the  originators  of  the 
Albany  Mechanics'  Society,  of  which  he  was  President  from  1700  to  1S24 
and  later  he  was  prominent  in  originating  the  Lancastrian  School  and  tie 
Apprentices'  Library,  lie  was  also  a  member  of  the  Washington  Benevolent 
Society.  He  was  a  Trustee  of  the  Albany  Savings  Bank,  a  Director  of  the 
Albany  Insurance  Co.,  was  one  of  the  Bear'!  of  Commerce  and  Improve- 
ment, was  a  Irustee  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  his  wife  Cynthia  was 
one  of  the  managers  of  the  Albany  Ladies'  Society.  He  was  Capt.  of  the 
Albany  Independent  Art'ly  Co.,  of  which  his  brother  George  was  a  Senjr. 
and  he  tendered  th:  service  of  his  Co.  to  President  Adams,  at  the  time  of 
the  anticipated   war  with    France. 

Through  all  the  great  political  convulsions,  amid  the  hurry  of  an  increas- 
ing business,  and  under  the  burden  of  continual  and  engrossing  cares,  he 
retained  all  his  early  habits.  He  rose  at  four  and  came  home  at  nine,  and 
laid  down  before  ten;  his  diet  was  plain;  he  was  strictly  temperate,  re- 
markably laborious  and  of  unwearying  activity.  No  diy  found  him  so  busy 
that  it  prevented  him  from  reading,  before  breakfast,  a  chapter  in  the 
Bible,  and  uniting  with  his  family  in  prayer. 

He  was  said  to  be  '1  ft.fin  height,  erect  and  easy  in  manner,  a  high  fore- 
head, fair  complexion,  black  hair,  which  turned  silver  gray  in  iater  life, 
eyes  a  light  clear  gray  and  lively  and  full  of  intelligence.  He  was  dignified 
and  full  of  courtesy  and  benevolence.  His  conversation  was  interesting 
instructive,  and  pure.  He  died  at  Saratoga  Springs  whither  lie  had  gone 
for  hia  health.  His  last  words  were.  ■•The  aim  of  my  life  has  been  to  have 
my  heart  right  with  God  arid  rn>  trust  in  the  merits  of  my  Redeemer." 
(See  the  Annals  of  Albany  for  a  full  Biography  and  many  references  to 
Charles  R.  Webster.)

Abraham  Webster  enlisted  for  service  in  the  war  of  Revolution,  at  Hart- 
ford, Ct.,  Feb.  1,  177'3,  for  one  year,  in  Capt.  John  Stevens'  Co..  of  Col. 
Charles  Burrell's  Regt.,  Conn.  line.  He  joined  his  company  at  Canaan,  Ct., 
whence  they  marched  to  .Albany,  X.  Y.,  thence  to  Ft.  George.  Thence  to 
Ticonderoga,  and  thence  to  Montreal,  where  tbeir  orders  were  counter- 
manded and  they  proceeded  to  the  Cedars,  on  the  river  in  Canada,  where 
there  was  a  small  fort,  commanded  by  Maj.  Butterfield,  who  was  beseiged 
by  the  British  Canadians  and  Indians.  Here  he  was  surrendered  to  the 
British  and  held  by  them  as  a  prisoner  for  a  short  time.  After  his  release 
ho  returned  with  the  army  to  Ticonderoga  and  remained  in  service  until 
Feb.  I.  1777.  wh<  n  be  was  discharged  at  Ft.  Independence,  opposite  Ticon- 
deroga. In  2c-20  Webster  owned  about  86  acres  of  land  at  Lebanon,  X.  Y.. 
valued  at  SS10,  and  personal  property  of  the  value  of  §17.1.  but  he  eiaimc-d 
to  be  then  in  debt,  to  the  amount  of   nearly  §7S0. 

He  was  allowed  a  pension  of  §8  per  month. 

The  "Record  of  Conn.  Men  in  the  Revolution/'  has  Abraham  Webster".-* 
name  on  "Lexington  Alarm  List,''  for  a  service  of  2  days  in  April  1775, 
from  Hartford,  Ct..  a  private  in  Capt.  Abraham  Sedgwick's  Co. 

It  also  has  him,  in  Capt.  John  Steven's  Co.,  Co!.  Charles  Burrall's  Regt., 
raised  on  Continental  establishment,  177G,  from  Feb.  5,  (the  end  of  his 
term  is  not  given,  but  the  term  of  the  Regt.  expired  Jany.  19,  1777.)  The 
Regt.  was  raised  to  serve  in  the  Northern  Department,  under  Gen']  Schuyler. 
It  reinforc  i  the  troops  beseiging  Quebec  under  Arnold,  and  after  the  re- 
treat from  that  position  in  April  177G  was  stationed  at  Ticonderoga  and 
vicinity.  Stevens5  Co.  and  one  other  was  engaged  in  the  affair  at  the  Cedars, 
•10  miles  above  Montreal,  and  nearly  all  were  made  prisoners.

N.  ican  Dictionary  of  the  English  Language,"  b.  at  SVesi  Hartford.  Ct.. 
\  Oct.  16,  1758,  mar.  Oct.  26,  1789,  at  Boston,  by  Rev.  Peter  Thatch- 
»  er,  Rebecca  Greenleaf,  of  Boston.  Mass.,  with  whom  he  became  ac- 
quainted in  Philadelphia  while  teaching  in  aa  Academy.  She  was 
daughiei  of  William  Greenleaf,  the  first  High  Sheriff  choseu  by  the 
people  of  Boston  in  the  Revolution,  ami  who  at  a  public  meeting  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston,  on  the  18th  day  of  July,  1776,  first  read  in 
part,  at  mast,  the  Declaration  of  Independence  to  the  people  of 
Boston  then  and  there  ass<  rnbled.  Judge  William  Cranch,  who  was 
in  1801  appointed  Associate  Judge  -f  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  by  X-  uncle,  John  Ada;.;-,  President  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  and  in  1805  was  annointed   CI  ief  Justice  of  the  same 
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Court  by  Thomas  J<  (lerson.  mar.  Nancy,  another  daughter  c-f  Wil- 
liam Greenleaf.  William  Greenleafs  wife,  the  mother  of  the  two 
daughters  named  above,  was  Mary  Bn  x\\,  of  Plymouth. 

Thz  following  is  a  summary  of  the  ancestry  of  Noah  Webster  in 
the  female  lm<  wl  ich  appeared  in  the  Xew  York  Times,  and  is 
doted  Sep.  30,  1903. 

Susanna  Treat,  wife  of  Robert  Webster,  was  the  daughter  of  Capt.  Richard 
Treat  of  Wethersfleld.  Capt.  Richard  Treat  was  cne  of  the  original  pro- 
prietors of  Wethersfleld,  and  was  commissioned  Captain  in  Richard  Lord's 
First  Connecticut  Cavalry  in  165S. 

Sarah  Mygatt.  wife  of  John  Webster,  was  the  daughter  of  Jacob  Mygatt 
of  Hartford  and  Sarah  Whitney.  Jacob  Mygatt  was  the  son  of  Deacon 
Joseph  Mygatt,  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Hartford,  who  came  from 
England  in  the  Griffin  in  1833. 

Sarah  Whitney  was  the  daughter  of  the  Hon.  William  Whitney,  one  of 
the  original  proprietors  of  Hartford,  and  Treasurer  of  the  colony  in  1641 
till  his  death,  1617 

Miriam  Cooke  Kellogg  wife  of  Daniel  Webster,  was  the  daughter  oi  Noah 
Cooke  or  Northampton  Mass.,  and  Sarah  Nash.  Noah  Cooke  of  Northamp- 
ton was  the  •••oa  or  Capt.  Aar  ■■:  Cooke  of  Dorchester,  Mass..  who  was  lorn 
in  England. 

Sarah  Na?h  was  the  daughter  ef  Joseph  Nash,  an  early  settler  o'  Hart- 
ford, Conn. 

Mercy  Steele,  the  mother  of  Noah  Webster,  the  le&icogTapher,  was.  the 
daughter  of  I  Hplialei  Steele  ana  Catherine  Marshheid.  Eliphaiet  Steele  was 
the  son  of  Samuel  Steele  and  Mercy  Bradford.  Samuel  Steele  was  the  son 
of  John  Steel?.  Jr.,  of  Hartford,  and  Mercy  Warner.  John  Steele,  Jr.,  was 
the  son  of  John  Steele,  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Hartford,  and 
Secretarj  of  the  colony  in  1034—14539.  lie  was  born  in  Essex  County,  Eng- 
land. 

Mercy  Warner  was  the  daughter  of  Andrew  Warner,  one  of  the  original 
proprietors  of  Hartford. 

Mercy  Bi  idford,  wife  of  Samuel  Steele,  was  the  daughter  of  Major  Will- 
iam Bradford  of  Plymouth,  Mass.,  Commander  in  Chief  in  King  Philip's 
war,  and  Alice  Richards,  his  wife.  Major  William  Bradford  was  the  son 
of  Cor.  William  Bradford  of  Plymouth,  who  came  over  in  the  Mayflower, 
and  Alice  Carpenter  Southworth,  his  wife. 

Alice  Carpenter  was  the  daughter  of  Alexander  Carpenter,  a  Pilgrim, 
who  was  bom  in  Wrentham,  England,  but  afterward  lived  at  Leyden. 

Alice  Rtcuards>  the  wife  oi  Major  Bradford,  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas 
Richard*  of  Plymouth. 
•         Of  the  MarshhVid  family  the  writer  has  no  knowledge.     From  the  above 
it  will  be  observed  that  Noah  Webster  came  from  sturdy  stock,  and  that 
Connecticut  may  righiJv  claim  him  as  one  of  her  most  distinguished  sons. 

In  a  sermon  preached  by  Rev.  Henry  B.  Roberts,  at  West  Hart- 
ford Ci.,  or-  Thanksgiving  Day,  1SS8,  devoted  to  the  Life  and 
Work  oi  X~oah  Webster,  fii'1  published  m  The  Connecticut  Co  want. 
Dee.  G,  1SS3,  h«    says: 

,vWe   have   an    interest   in   hira  because    he  was   born   in  this  place,   was 
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brought  on  under  the  nurturi  of  'Ms  church,  and  received  his. training  for 
college  just  t  to  -  '-'lo  way.  He  came  ox  substantial  stock.  His  great- 
grandfather  was  one  of  the  Orrt  settlers  it:  Hartford,  and  governor  of 
Connecticut.  His  mother  was  i  descendant  of  William  Bradford  the  Ply- 
mouth governor.  His  father  was  justice  of  the  peace,  and  for  many  years 
deacon  of  this  church.  He  died  :»t  the  great  age  of  ninety-one.  You  may 
see  his  tombstone  in  our  oldest  burying  ground,  and  underneath  his  epii  ml 
is  that  of  his  wife,  Mercy,  described  as  '"his  consort,  equally  respected  for 
her  piety  and  virtues." 

"Xoah  Webster,  the  son,  was  lorn  October  16,  175S,  in  a  house  still 
standing  here.  Fie  tol  t  the  lady  who  now  occupies  the  house  that  he  prob- 
ably first  saw  tht  light  in  the  front  parlor,  for  the  best  room  in  the  bouse 
was  thought  in  those  days  none  loo  good  for  such  an  event.  The  place  is 
nor  changed  much  since  the  days  of  the  Revolution.  The  farm  of  eighty 
acres  around  it  has  b<  >.  n  $\\  ided  and  s  dd.  A  row  of  Loud  ardy  poplars  that 
once  stood  before  the  house  has  been  cut  down,  and  a  little  -hop  in  the 
front  yard  has  been  torn  down. 

"When  Xoah  was  twelve  years  old  his  pastor,  still  a  young  man  of  thirty- 
three,  died,  and  the  Rev.  Nathan  Perkins  succeeded  him.  i'lio  ministry 
lasted  for  the  remarkable  period  of  ^ixty-^ix  years,  srnd  in  that  time  bc- 
rittrj  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  nun  for  college  and  instructed  some 
thirty  candidates;  for  the  ministry.  Xoah  Webster  was  one  of  the  first 
young  men  whom  he  prepared  for  college.  In  1774  he  entered  Yale,  proba 
bly  going  on  foot  from  his  father's  house  to  Xew  H?ven.  The  father  was 
deeply  interested  in  his  son's  career,  for  he  mortgaged  his  farm  to  pay 
the  college  expenses,  and  more  than  once  rode  horseback  to  Xew  Haven  to 
bring  his  hoy  home,  walking  back  and  letting  his  son  ride,  saying  he  was 
best  abb:  to  walk. 

"Yak  college  had  then  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  st-j dents,  and  a 
faculty  consisting  of  two  professors  and  three  tutors.  The  fom  years  were 
spent  in  the  acquisition  of  Latin  and  Greek  and  a  smattering  ox  mathe- 
matics, logic,  rhetoric  and  metaphysics.  The  students  lodged  in  the  dormi- 
tories and  boarded  at  commons. 

"Young  Webster  entered  college  (1774)  at  an  extraordinary  time,  when 
the  political  agitations  without  must  have  interfered  seriously  with  scholas- 
tic quiet.  He  had  been  but  a  few  months  in  college,  when  the  thrilling 
story  of  Lexington  and  Concord  came,  followed  soon  by  Bunker  Hill.  Gen- 
eral Washington  and  his  staff  passed  through  Xew  Haven  on  his  way  to 
take  command  of  the  Revolutionary  forces  gathered  in  Cambridge.  They 
lodged  there,  and  in  the  morning  were  invited  to  see  the  drill  of  a  company 
of  the  students,  who  finally  escorted  Genera!  Washington  as  far  on  his  way 
as  Xoek  Bridge.     Webster  had  the  honor  of  leading  the  way  blowing  a  fife. 

"In  the  third  year  of  his  course.  (1777)  on  account  of  the  war,  college 
life  in  New  Haven  was  broken  up,  and  the  classes  were  dispersed  to  various 
towns.  Webster's  class  went  to  Glastonbury.  That  summer  Xew  England 
was  stirrer'  aa  never  before  by  the  tidings  of  the  invasion  of  Burgoyne  fr  >rn 
Canada.  General  Howe  was  advancing  from  the  south  to  meet  him;  thus 
they  hoped  to  strike  a  fatal  blow  at  the  rebellious  colonists.  Burgoyne,  with 
his  British  forces,  accompanied  h\  large  bands  of  savage  Indians,  came  ever 
nearer.    When  he  reached  Aibanv  he  planned  to  send  out  those  India  is  over 
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Connecticut  bo  burn  to  t '<'  ■■■•  to  iwvase,  and  to  kill.  He  succeeded  i'i 
reaching  Lake  Champlain  ana  the  banks  of  th<    Hudson. 

"The  alarm  of  our  (  our:  'ctii  tit  people  may  easily  be  imagined.  Men  w<  re 
hurried  into  the  field  to  meet  the  invading  army.  A  company  went  from 
West  Ilartfoid.  commanded  V.  Deacon  Webster,  and  in  that  company  went 
his  thre«  sons.  Xoah  among  them.  All  the  male  members  of  the  family 
wirt'  away.  Whether  Mrs.  Webster  and  the  girls  did  the  haying  that  sum- 
mer, .1  know  not.  This  West  Hartford  company  took  part  in  the  brilliant 
victories  which  ended  in  Burgoyne's  surrender.  The  British  with  the  tune 
of  Yankee  Doodle  in  their  ears  laid  down  their  arms  at  the  feet  of  these 
New  England  farmers.  Our  towns'  people  can:.;-  home  from  the  brief  cam- 
paign as  heroes.  But  not  all;  for  Dr.  Perkins  has  recorded  in  the  ''Bill 
of  Mortality"  for  that  year,  the  name  of  Lewis  Stanley  as  dying  in  cap- 
tivity. Wry  likely  he  was  taken  by  the  Indians  and  put  to  death  by  tor- 
ture. John  Hooker  and  Lyman  Gillette  died  of  camp  distemper,  and 
William  Henry  died  of  wounds.  Deacon  Webster,  however,  and  his  three 
boys  came  home  .-are  and  sound. 

'•The  following  year,  )  277'?.)  Xoah  finished  his  college  course.  His  father 
gave  him  an  eight-dollar  bill  of  the  Continental  currency,  worth  about  four 
dollars  in  silver,  and  sent  him  forth  to  win  ins  own  wa\  in  the  world.  He 
taught  school  for  a  living;  read  law  as  he  could,  and  gained  admittance  to 
the  bar,   (in  the  year  1781}." 

Xoah  Webster  was  a  prodigious  worker.  .  He  touched  many  lines 
of  activity  and  all  with  ability.  Methodical  and  tireless,  he  ac- 
eon  plished  a  life  work  astonishing  in  its  variety  and  extent.  Ris- 
ing half  an  hour  before  sunrise  daily,  but  never  using  lamp  light 
for  his  studies,  he  husbanded  his  strength  and  preserved  Lis  health., 
which  v/as  never  robust,  to  an  advam  ed  old  age.  working  to  tin'  last. 

His  wish,  we  aie  told,  was  to  be  a  lawyer,  but  his  aptitudes  led 
him  steadily  toward  philology  and  bis  monumental  work  was  "The 
American  Dictionary  of  the  English  Language." 

He  taught  a  Classic  School  at  Goshem  in' Orange  Co.,  X.  Y.r 
l'tt-2.  and  Lore  began  tc  formulate  Ids  Institutes  of  the  English 
Language,  the  first  part  of  which  was  the  basis  of  bis  famous 
spelling  Look,  the  ;ak  of  which,  up  to  1876,  exceeded  70,000.000 
copies. 

Jn  1787  he  was  principal  of  an  academy  in  Philadelphia,  ami 
upon  the  urgent  wish  of  many  of  the  founders  of  the  new  Constitu- 
tion (the  Constitutional  Convention  was  in  session  that  year),  he 
wrote  a  valuable  summary  of  itc  provisions  and  .urged  its  adoption 
by  the  state-.  Previously  (17S5)  he  had  written  "Sketches  of 
American  Policy,"  which  foreshadowed  the  character  of  the  forth- 
coming Constitution.  Vw  had  also,  in  1786,  delivered  lectures  in 
the  principal  cities  along  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  on  the  English 
Language. 

He  located  in  New  York  and  established,  in  1788,  The  American 
Magazine,  which  he  published  a  year  at  a  heavy  financial  loss.   The 
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following  year,  17S9,  he  returned  to  Hartford,  and  rook  up  die 
practice  of  law.  On  the  2Gth  of  Octob  t  that  ■■  ar  occurred  hi*  nnr. 
nage.  His  law  practice  became  large  end  profitable,  bui  upon  ■ 
urSent  solicitation  of  friends  of  President  Washington's  admii  ?s- 
;nil!,',>-  the  young  kwyer  dropped  his  briefs  and  went  to  N 
-»:•:,  City  (fall  of  IT93)  and  founded  T7ic  i//nW.ffl"  a  Uailv  and 
Me  Herald,"  a  semi-weekh  newspaper,  since  changed  to  -The 
Commercial  Advertiser'  and  "The  New  York  Spectator"  rc-pec- 

tl^}y\  /'V^  ycaJ  179S  he  3  !ttlcd  in  :s:"  IIaven-  hating  resigned 
edil0;;ial  charSe  of  his  papers,  but  not  his  proprietorship. 

Stnl  voluminous  m  his  a  ithorship  he  published  (1709)  two  vol- 
umes on  Epidemics,  inspired  by  the  recent  ravages  nf  v.  How  ;. ■-..- 
™,180?'  "°ngm  and  State  of  Banking  Institutions  and  Insurance 
Offices,-  and  "Eights  of  Xeutral  Xatious  in  Times  of  War,"  and  in 
1807,  "Philosophical  and  Practical  Grammar  of  the  English  Lan- 
guage/' 

All  tiiis,  however,  seemed   but  a  prelude  to  the  larger  work  to 
which  he  was  drawn— the  master  passion  and  purpose  of  his  lifr— 
the  production  of  an  American   Dictionary.     To  aecomp^h  tbi= 
he  removed  to  Amherst,  Mass.,  where  he  became  one  of  thT  found- 
ers of  the  college,  and  president  of  its  first  hoard  of  trustee    in 
the  meantime  representing  the  town  in  the  Legislature  as  he  had 
also  none  several  rimes  in  Xew   Haven,   where  also  he  had    i  een 
Judge  oi  one  of  its  Courts.     Returning  to  New  Haven,  in  IS  22 
he  was  honored  the  following  vear  with  die  title  of  LL  D    conf     re  ; 
by  Yale  Collie,  his  Alma  Mater.     For  3o  years  he  labored  in  the 
production   of   his   Dictionary   and   in   his    70th   year    (IS0-)     he 
brought  it  to  completion  and  published  its  first  edition  inVvoL 
times.     This  had   required  a   trip  to  Europe  in  June.   1824    with 
two  months  in   Paris  at  the  Roval  Library,  and  ei*ht  months  a< 
Cambridge  University,  England.     He  finished  the  "work  hi  Jan' 
o4.o}  and  says  of  it: 
"When  I  arrived  at  the  last  word,  I  was  seized  with   a   tremor 
that  made  it  difficult  ro  proceed.  I,  however,  summoned  up  strath 
to  finish  the  work,  and  then  walking  about  the  room  I  seen  re- 
covered." 

From  the  revised  edition  of  1841  we  have  selected  parts  0f  v  . 
own  narrative  as  there  given  in  the  preface,  which  we  reproduce 
largely  in  his  own  words,  as  follows: 

"In  the  year  1783,  just  at  the  dose  of  the  Revolution,  T  published  *n 
elemental-)  book  for  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  our  vernacular  I 
on;-  i0r  correcting  a  vicious  pronunciation,  which  prevailed  extensively 
among  the  common  people  of  this  country.  Soon  after  the  Dublication  of 
that  work,  I  believe  in  the  following  year,  that  learned  and  resectable 
scholar,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Goodrich  of  Durham,  one  of  the  trust*  of  Vale 
College,  suggested  to  me  the  propriety  and  expediency  of  mv  compiling  B 
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Di  tionarry,  which  should  complete  a  system  for  the  instruction  of  the  citi- 
zens of  this  country  iTi  the  language,  At  that  time,  I  could  not  indulge 
the  thought,  much  less  the  hope,  of  undertaking  such  a  work;  as  I  was 
neither  qualified  b\  research,  noi  had  I  the  mean?  of  support,  during  the 
execution  of  the  work,  had  I  been  dis]  »sed  to  undertake  it.  For  many 
years,  therefore,  though  I  considered  such  a  work  as  very  desirable,  yet 
it  appeared  to  me  impracticable;  as  I  was  under  the  necessity  of  devoting 
my  time  to  other  occupations  for  obtaining  subsistence.'' 

He  then  narrates  how,  to  remedy  these  defect  in  the  language,  a:ul 
supply  the  new  words  "which  ;  run  disco"  :ries  in  the  physical  sciences  had 
introduced   into  use,'1   he  published   i>;*  Compendious   Dictionary   in   1806. 

His  original  plan  did  not  include  "the  origin  and  progress  of  our  lan- 
guage, much  iess  of  ether  langfages."  '"I  Incited  my  view.-  to  the  correct- 
ing of  certain  errors  in  the  bei  t  English  Dictionaries,  and  to  the  supplying 
of  words  in  which  they  ar<  deficient.  But  after  writing  through  two  let- 
ters of  the  alphabet,  I  determined  to  change  my  plan." 

Laying  aside  his  manuscripts,  and  all  books  treating  of  language,  except 
Lexicons  and  Dictionaries,  he  sought  in  about  twenty  languages  the  primary 
ser.=e  of  words,  and  affinities  between  the  English  and  hum:;,  othei  languages. 

"I  spent"  he  says,  ''ten  years  in  this  comparison  of  radical  words  and  i11 
forming  a  Synopsis  of  the  principal  "IToroTs  in  twenty  Languages,  arranged 
in  Classes,  under  their  primary  Elements  and  Letters." 

Before  this  was  finished  he  visited  Europe  and  gained  what  he  was  able 
in   the  matter   of   pronunciation   and   grammatical   construction. 

In  all  this  is  apparent  the  conviction  which  he  expresses,  that  the  people 
of  this  country  needed  an  American  Dictionary  of  the  English  Language, 
for  while  England  and  this  country  !  ad  much  in  common,  there  had  sprung 
up  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  another  class  of  institutions  and  idea.-  -which 
needed  a  new  class  of  definitions  to  express  them.  The  same  word?  in  the 
two  countries  did   not  mean  the  same  thing. 

And  he  add?  this  lofty  utterance:  '"The  United  States  commenced  their 
existence  under  circumstances  wholly  novel,  and  unexampled  in  the  history 
of  nations.  They  commenced  with  civilization,  with  learning*  with  science, 
with  constitutions  of  free  government,  and  with  that  best  gift  of  God  to 
man,  the  Christian  religion.  Their  popttlation  i.->  now  equai  to  that  of  Eng- 
land; in  arts  and  sciences,  -our  citizens  are  very  little  behind,  the  most 
enlightened  people  on  earth:  in  some  respects  they  have  no  superiors;  and 
Oi;r  language,  within  two  centuries,  will  be  spoken  by  more  people  in  this 
country  than  any  other  language  on  earth,  except  the  Chinese,  in  Asia,  and 
even  that  may  not  be  an  exception." 

Iu  concluding  his  prefatory  history  and  the  explanation  of  his  great 
ta.-k,  he  modestly  declares:  "It  satisfies  my  inind  that  1  have  done  all  that 
my  health,  m\  talent3  and  my  pecuniary  means,  would  enable  ins  to  ac- 
complish. I  present  it  to  m\  fellow  citizen-,  not  with  frigid  indifference, 
but  with  my  ardent  wishes  for  their  improvement  and  happiness:  and  for 
the  continued  increase  of  the  wealth,  the  learning,  the  moral  and  religious 
elevation  of  eha'r&'.'ter,  and.  the  glory  of  my  country." 

"To  that,  great  and  benevolent  Being,  who,  during  the  preparation  of  this 
Work,  has  sustained  a  feeble  constitution,  amidst  obstacles  and  tod-.,  dis- 
appointments, infirmities  and  depression; — who  has  borne  me  and  my  man- 
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Us  ripts  an  safety  31  -  tin  Atlantic,  and  given  nio  strength  and  resolution 
to  bring  the  Work  to  a  close,  I  would  preseni  the  tribute  of  my  nv  A 
;  ful  acknowledgments.  And  it  the  talent  which  he  intrusted  to  ny. 
care,  has  not  been  pul  to  tin  most  profitable  use  in  his  service,  I  hope  it 
h  -  not  been  'kept  laid  up  in  a  napkin.'  and  that  any  misapplication  of  it 
may  be  graciously  forgiven."  NOAH  WEBSTER.

While  absent  sick 
at  Glastonbury,  he  was  at  cue  time  reported  as  a  "deserter,"  but  the 
record  was  corrected  on  the  next  return.  His  sickness  was  caused  by 
an  injury  to  his  '"Testacies,"  rt-.ee ivi  i  in  jumping  from  a  barge  to  the 
shore,  in  which  (barge;  he  had  just  made  a  trip  from  West  Point  to 
Robinson  Hcu-e  (then  Gen'l.  Washington's  Headquarters),  He  claimed 
to  have  been  in  the  battle  of  Long  Island  with  Lord  Sterling,  when  the 
latter  was  taken  prisoner,  also  to  have  been  in  an  engagement  with  the 
British  at  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  where  they  drove  the  em. my  to  Amboy,  on 
board  their  shipping,  and  there  "I  lost  a  part  of  my  hair,  shot  by  a 
musket  ba!!.''  He  also  claimed  to  have  enlisted  in  1775,  and  to  have 
served  then  7  months  at  Boston.  Also  to  have  served  with  the  militia  at 
N.  Y.  City  and  Long  Island  in  1770  In  the  latter  part  of  the  war  he 
claims  to  have  served  as  a  Capt.  of  tea  teams  for  about  one  y^ar.  Also 
at  the  last  to  have  commanded  a  State  Privateer  to  the  close  of  the  war. 
He  drew  a  pen-ion  from  the  Genera!  Government.
